The night had seen scores of serious injuries, a hundred or so less serious as the police 


rioted, unleashing waves of brutality, 
the likes of which hadn't been 
seen in NY since the ‘60s.

On August 19th, 1987, Community 
Board 3 (CB3) met to discuss a curfew in 
Tompkins Park—supposedly because of 
loud music, drinking and destruction of 
Park property. The meeting was attended 
by members of Friends of Tompkins Park, 
five members of the Parks Department in- 
cluding Manhattan Parks Commissioner 
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In conjunction with CHIKYU-NO- 
TOMO (Friends of the Earth Japan), 
APPEN is launching a massive campaign 
against the continuous killing of whales 
by the Japanese. We are appealing to 
you for strong, immediate action! 

As you know, whales have been hunted 
relentlessly for centuries for their oil, meat 
and baleen. By the 1960s, over 67,000 
whales had been slaughtered. 

The coastal Gray whale of the North 
Atlantic is now extinct. The Right and 
Bowhead whales face near extinction and 
the Blue and Humpback whales are com- 
mercially extinct. 

There are too few left to be commercially 
hunted, but the Japanese are unconcerned. 

In response to the alarming decline in 
population of the largest whale species, ma- 
jor whaling nations joined hands in 1946 to 
decide on the over-exploitation and 
mismanagement of whaling stocks. 

The International Whaling Commission 

.(IWC) was thus established. Unfortunately, 
the IWC lacks policing powers to enforce its 
regulations. Any member state which ob- 
jects to an IWC's decision within 90 days 
need not comply. 
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Patrick Pomposello, the Avenue A Block 
Association represented by Philip 
Wachtel, CB3 District Manager Martha 
Danziger and four members of the ninth 
precinct including Commanding officer 
Gerald McNamara. 

At the meeting Parks Commissioner 
Pomposello offered a plan to close the 
park...supposedly to make repairs and to 
discourage people from using the park. 
The Friends of Tompkins Park said that 
they opposed 








The IWC's good intentions were severely 
jeopardised by objections from Japan, Nor- 
way and the USSR. These objections have 
been used to circumvent IWC's decisions 
several times since. Competition among 
whaling countries continue to take their toll. 

In 1982 the IWC imposed a moratorium 
on commercial whaling. It took effect from 
1985. This decision was based on the best 
scientific advice available following years of 
hard work by concerned governments and 
individuals around the world to redress the 
excesses of past decades of commercial 
whaling. 

This appeared ideal to anti-whaling na- 
tions. They hoped that whaling nations 
would abide by the decision. 
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“was stated that the plan to close the park 
was unenforceable. The proposal was 
finally rejected as a City plot to promote 
real estate speculation. 

During the course of the year—while the 
youth presence in and around the St. 
Marks entrance to the park actually 
decreased—the number of homeless people 
living in the park increased, so that by 
June 1988 about 200 homeless were sleep- 
ing in the park every night. Many were 
refugees from Washington Square Park, 
driven out by a special federal ‘model 
park’ **clean-up” in early 1987...coor- 
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dinated by Ed Koch with Ed Meese’s 
Justice Dept. 

Nearly a year later, on June 15, 1988 the 
Parks Committee of the Community 
Board met. According to CB3 member 
Philip Van Aver, two members of the 
Avenue A Block Association—Donna 
Ellaby and Jeanette Zelhof—brought up 
the issue of closing the park (despite the 
fact that no one from the Avenue A Block 
Association ever attended any meetings of 
the Friends of Tompkins Park!). The issue 
was discussed and rejected. No recommen- 
dation was made to close or curfew Tom- 
pkins Park by the Parks Committee of

But a loophole exists in Article 8 of the 
1946 Convention. Governments can, 
without restraint, grant permits to its na- 
tionals for killing, taking and treating whales 
for the purposes of scientific research pro- 
vided the products from the whales killed 
are not wasted but used for local consump- 
tion. Regretfully Article 8 did not limit the 
killing to a specific number. 

The Japanese Government took advan- 
tage of this. It refused to abide by the IWC's 
decision to end the killing of endangered 
sperm whales. The Japanese continue their 
hunt for whales under the guise of “scientific

other major whaling nations have followed 
suit and hunted a significant number of

Buto—tountry has flouted the IWC 
mõtatorium more openly than Japan. It has 
defiantly backslided on its promises and 
used back-door methods to continue with 
the hunt despite mounting opposition from 
the scientific community and the public. 
Since its membership with the IWC in 1951 
it has callously flouted proposed conserva- 
tion measures most frequently. 

The ugly chronology of defiance and 
deceit proving Japan's resentful attitudes in 
the past years are as follows: 


*In July 1981 the IWC voted to halt the 
killing of sperm whales. Japan refused to ac- 
cept this decision.

Massive military manuevers called “Ocean 
Venture 88" brought 40,000 US troops to 
Puerto Rico and the Caribbean from March 31 
to April 22. 

The annual “exercise” included elements of 
the Air Force, Navy, Marines, Coast Guard and 
Puerto Rican Air National Guard, and used the 
huge Roosevelt Roads Naval Base in Puerto 
Rico. Each year, the manuevers include live 
bombing of the small Puerto Rican island of 
Vieques, producing several injuries and a 
damaged fishing industry. 

Puerto Rican religious, peace and in- 
dependence groups have denounced the 
annual war games as practice to invade a sister 
Latin American nation. Ocean Venture 81 and 
82 were precise rehearsals of the 1983 invasion 
of Grenada (launched from Puerto Rico.) 

Meanwhile, the US military continues to use 
the Puerto Rican National Guard (PRNG) as a 
Spanish-speaking intervention force in Central 
America. Many young men are drawn by the

powerful “poverty draft” to join a force which 
has been long protested in Puerto Rico. 

For several months this year, PRNG forces 
have joined various state national guard units in 
Honduras: to construct roads for US military 
bases there. In March, a unit of Air PRNG was 
brought in to that “frontline” country to train in 
civil engineering. 

And as pressures escalate on Panama to fall 
into line with US policy, military operations there 
have escalated. Not content with its 10,000 
troops permanently in that country —seat of the 
US Southern Command (which coordinates 
operations in the entire Southern 
Hemisphere)—in March, the US brought in 650 


PRNG troops, along with a Florida National 


Guard unit, for the two week “Operation TOTAL 
WARRIOR” to practice "defense of the Canal 
Zone,” including live-fire exercises and air- 
mobile activities. Follow-up exercises were 
scheduled for May.

(October 4) An international consumer boycott against the Swiss- 
based Nestle company and the U.S.-based American Home 
Products (AHP) was announced today by Action for Corporate Ac- 
countability (Action). The boycott has been called to protest the com- 
panies’ aggressive promotion of infant formula, their violations of the 
World Health Organization/UNICEF Code regulating infant formula pro- 
motion, and the danger to infant health resulting from their practices. 


According to Action, Nestle and American 
Home Products promote infant formula by dump- 
ing supplies of formula on hospitals and maternity 
wards, a marketing technique which has been 





A major assault on alternative 
cultural and political expression is now 
underway in New York City. In May, 
1986, the New York Gity Council quietly 
enacted an anti-postering ordinance sub- 
jecting anyone deemed to “benefit” 
from a poster or handbill found on 
public property to a fine. 


Now wherever there are signs or 


posters found on lamp posts or other ‘‘ci- 
ty property,” Sanitation” cops are busi- 
ly investigating the addresses and other 
information on them. Those they deter- 
mine to be “benefiting from the posting” 
of such signs or posters, such as by hav- 
ing their name or address on them, are 
subject to a $50 to $100 fine for each 
poster. 

In fact, as far as the law is concerned, 
who actually did the posting is irrele- 
vant. “Violators” are ordered to pay the 
fines or appear at a hearing before an 
Environmental Control Board (ECB) of- 
ficer to “argue their case.” These hear- 
ings are really no more than kangaroo 
courts; in hundreds of hearings at the 
EGB in the past two years, almost no one 
has been found innocent. 

The sweep has been broad and far- 
reaching—targets have ranged from 
political organizations to music clubs, 
small businesses and even small area 
churches. 

The amounts of the fines have been 
staggering—for example, “Bad Newz 
Presents” was hit with $3,700 in fines 
for 74 flyers advertising punk concerts. 
Revolution Books has received fines for 
over $700 for flyers promoting the store. 
A free-lance guitar teacher was fined 


* $2600 for 52 flyers. A karate school 


received 55 fines totaling $2700. 
Pathfinder Press’ Mural Project faces 35 
citations for flyers for a fundraising 
event. This represents only a small 
sampling of fines that have been given 
over the past two years—many for 
several thousands of dollars. 

“Plainly, this persecutory and cen- 

sorious campaign has the sole intent 

of dictating what shall be approved 
cultural values and events in this ci- 
ty... Remember—when the govern- 
ment can dictate what posters may 
appear in public, not only news but 
politics, social philosophy and 
human thought in general comes 
under scrutiny of these same ignorant 
and authoritarian bureaucrats.” 

—from a leaflet by a music promoter 

calling for protests against the anti-

Posting handbills has traditionally 
been a vital link to the public for 
everyone whose political, religious or 
cultural stand is outside the mainstream, 
outside the access to the major media 


condemned by the World Health Organization 
(WHO), UNICEF, and other leading international 
medical authorities because it can result in infant 
malnutrition and disease.

This clampdown, under the Depart- 
ment of Sanitation, is all done in the 
name of “cleaning up the city.” The ut- 
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live on the streets, without even access 
to basic sanitary facilities—handbills 
are hardly the problem, and cracking 
down on alternative political and 
cultural expression is hardly the solu- 
tion. 

People need to see through this 
smokescreen and come to grips with 
what will be the result if this law is left 
standing and a crucial avenue of com- 
munication is eliminated. This is one 
more step towards a Culturally stifling, 
politically repressive atmosphere. A 
single day’s worth of posting handbills 
around the city could result in many, 
many thousands of dollars in fines, 
financially crippling or destroying 
anyone who takes controversial stands, 
who speaks out artistically or politically. 

And there is a “second layer” to the 
repressiveness of this anti-postering 
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comes four years to the day after the original 
Nestle Boycott was ended with an agreement 
from that company that it would restrict its sup- 
plies promotion. 

Nestle has broken the agreement it signed in 
1984 and has violated the trust of concerned 
organizations working for infant health, according 
to Douglas Johnson, the National Chairman of Ac- 
tion. Based on Nestle’s 1984 agreement, the 
boycott organizations ended a seven-year long in- 
ternational boycott of Nestle products. Nestle 
agreed to abide by the Code, acknowledging its 
responsibility to do so unilaterally, and to honor 





campaign—an ominous repressive ap- 
paratus is being established, ready and 
waiting to be unleashed when needed. 
Anyone who ever issues written material 
for broad distribution, regardless of 
whether the material is intended for 


posting, is made vulnerable to serious 


someone associated with those iden- 
tified on a poster actually did the 
posting in order to hold them legally 
responsible, the written material of any 
group taking a controversial stand, 
especially against the government, could 
be put up deliberately by reactionary 
forces or the government itself in order 
to bring down enormous fines and 
destroy them financially. 

A major and convenient method is 
thus being created with this anti- 
postering law for cutting off access of 
especially revolutionaries to the public. 
Groups with public offices and those 
who offer meeting places or provide a 
place for organizations to receive mail 
or phone messages would be vulnerable 
to enormous fines, guickly bankrupting 
them. This weapon of repression must 
be fought now before its full destructive 
effect is unleashed! 

New York City has long been a center 
of all sorts of innovative political and ar- 
tistic expression that is “out of control” 
of the authorities: rappers, artists, punk- 
rockers and more. This attack helps set 
the tone for similar attacks elsewhere. 

Recently an activist from “Refuse & 
Resist” was taken from his home, ar- 
rested and taken to jail in Highland 
Park, New Jersey—charged with posting 
signs which would “cause alarm” to the 
public. He was targeted because his 
phone number appeared on posters 
against the “English-Only” initiative 
which read “What's the difference bet- 
ween “English Only’ and ‘Whites 
Only'?”! 

In Washington, D.C., when a circle of 
musicians and artists posted posters 
against U.S. Attorney General Edwin 
Meese, saying “Experts Agree... Meese 
Is A Pig”, it has been reported in the 
Washingion Post that the Justice Depart- 
ment has been interrogating those found 
with copies of the poster. All this fits 
right in with the political and ideological 
program of “Resurgent America” being 
cultivated and guided from the highest 
offices in the land. 

A look at history points to some of the 
stakes in this battle. After the 1973 coup 
in Chile, posters and graffiti were a prin- 
cipal way that those opposing the 
military clampdown could make their 
presence known. 

In 1980, when the Generals seized 
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future clarifications of the Code by WHO and 
UNICEF. 

Action announced publicly to both companies 
last June that if they did not provide a business 
plan by October 4th detailing how the companies 
would implement the Code, including an end to 
free supplies, Action would launch consumer 
campaigns against them. According to Action, 
neither Nestle or AHP have indicated their intent 
to end the practice of inducing mothers to bottle 
feed by supplying hospitals with free or subsidiz- 
ed infant formula. 

“There is nothing ‘charitable’ about these so- 
called donations,” explained Dr. Raj Anand, a 
Professor of Pediatrics in Bombay, India. “The 
purpose of the industry in bringing the formula to 
continued on pg.

A broad coalition has been formed of +" 


those victimized by this anti-postering 
campaign and others who see the impor- 
tance of waging a battle to defeat it. 
There have been several demonstrations 
at the Sanitation Department, ap- 
pearances by coalition members on talk 
shows, and the ACLU is considering 
joining the case. Such resistance needs 
to be welcomed, strengthened and great- 
ly expanded. 

The true impact and intent of this 
“sanitation law” needs to be exposed 
very broadly. Organizations, artists, pro- 
moters, and all those who see the impor- 
tance of defeating attempts at political 
and/or artistic repression need to speak 
out and join in the battle.

Irregardless, the issue of the clos- 
ing/curfew was again raised at the June 28, 
1988 general meeting of CB3, despite the 
fact that it was not on the agenda, contrary 
to procedural rules of the Community 
Board. Those in the community who op- 
pose the curfew, insofar as they were 
unaware that the issue was to be discussed, 
had no opportunity to voice their opposi- 
tion. They were kept in the dark. 

Minutes of this meeting have been 
witheld by District Manager Martha Dan- 
ziger as of this writing (8/20/88). All 
meetings of CB3 are routinely taped. Un- 
fortunately, key sections of this tape are 
missing, having been erased (admittedly) 
by Ms. Danziger. 

Upon listening to the tape one can hear 
the voice of Ann Johnson stating that the 
Avenue A Block Association reguests 
more police on Avenue A at which point 
the voice of Philip Wachtel interjects that 
they (meaning the Avenue A group) also 
ask the police Commander to consider 
curfew. Apparently there was some discus. 
sion on the legality/enforceability of a 
curfew. Suddenly Ann Johnson again 
states that there already is a curfew and 
that “It's just a matter of enforcing it.”

the pro-curfew maneuverings: Ann 
Johnson is currently Chair of CB3. She 
was formerly Chair of the Parks Commit- 
tee. She is responsible for steering the issue 
of the curfew through the Parks Commit- 
tee and into the general June 28 CB3 
meeting, introducing a reguest by the 
Avenue A Block Association for more 
police presence in the park. 

Philip Wachtel who represents himself 
as*a member of the Avenue A Block 
Association (though he lives on First 
Ave.), is Chair of the Public Safety Com- 
mittee (a pro-police liasion with CB3) and 
member of the pro-Koch Independent 
Democratic Club. 

July 11-12, 1988. Someone paints signs 
on the pavement at each of the park en- 
trances announcing the imminent closing 
of the park at midnight. Police step up 
their evictions of homeless from the park 
who are forced to sleep on the 7th St. 
sidewalk. This had been going on 
throughout the summer, with police con- 
tinually harrassing homeless people sleep- 
ing during the day. 

Resistance to the police activity on the 
part of both homeless and local residents 
who use the park resulted in a change in 
police policy so that homeless people were 
allowed to sleep in the southeast corner of 
the park. The Community Board and the 
Police have since the riot sought to cover 
up their complicity in the eviction of 
homeless from the park. 

CB3’s post-riot statement in relation to 
the homeless that “their presence in the 
park has never been threatened” is an 
outright lie as is the police statement that 
“the program implemented by the Ninth 
Precinct required all but homeless people 
leave the park by 1 am.” Anyone who was 
present in the park during this period 
witnessed homeless people being evicted 
from the park. It was grassroots communi- 
ty pressure prior to July 30th that forced 
the more moderate policy. 


curfew plan was always a smokescreen for 
the eviction of the poor from Tompkins 
Park, a giant step in the further gentrifica- 
tion of the Lower East Side. The obvious 
sham (let alone unconstitutionality) of the 
police actions fueled the self-organization 
of the people who resolved to fight the 
curfew/closing of the Park. 

By the last week in July mounted police 
are used to herd the homeless out of the 
park. The attitude of the police to the most 
unbiased observer is clearly antagonistic to 
the people of the Lower East Side. 

July 30, 1988, Saturday. A non-violent 
protest rally is held in the Bandshell area to 
demonstrate opposition to the curfew— 
peacefully. The curfew is seen by the ma- 
jority as an overreaction to the alleged 
noise problem at St. Marks and Ave. A. 

At about 11:45 pm several police cars 
flashed their brights on us and closed in the 
edge of the rally. They ordered the five 
percussionists (bongo and congas) to stop 
while telling some of those assembled to 
pour out their beers. Someone opened up a

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can of beer which sprayed a few people, in- 
cluding the cops. Suddenly six to seven 
cops jumped one of the demonstrators and 
arrested him. As he was being dragged 
away people protested. Bottles began to fly 
and shatter around the cops like fireworks. 
The sentiment which had drawn people 
together that night to protest the curfew 
and the police presence exploded in a con- 
frontation. 

Witnesses tell of police running through 
the park beating people indiscriminately, 
as dozens of police cars, vans, and am- 
bulances streamed into the park. By the 
night’s end, many residents were brutally 
injured, four were arrested, while five or 
more police were injured. 


Community Board 3’s Response... 


Recently Community Board 3 published 
their account of these police assaults upon 
our community, and the subsequent full- 
blown Police Riot Aug. 6-7th. It was total- 
ly unsympathetic towards neighborhood 
people and failed to condemn the violence 
of the police against civilians, bystanders, 
etc. In fact, the report actually praises 
Commanding Officer McNamara as “one 
of the finest officers to ever serve this com- 
munity.” So much for the Community 
Board. 


statement, it was CB3 which was contacted 
by the police to discuss enforcement of the 
so-called noise curfew/closing of the park. 
Participants are now telling of the in- 
timidation they felt prior to the August 
2nd 1988 meeting which took place at the 
Manhattan South offices of the Police 
Department (on W. 21st St.). 

Attending the meeting, whose minutes 
are yet to be uncovered (according to Dan- 
Ziger some handwritten notes exist 
somewhere), were the Manhattan Commis- 
sioner of the Parks Department, Patrick

McNamara, Chief Thomas J. Darcy, Ex- 
ecutive Officer of Manhattan South, 
Manhattan South Comanding Officer 
Baumert, and New York Police Depart- 
ment attorneys. 

According to a participant, no one 
disagreed when asked by Commander 
Baumert if they supported enforcement of 
the park curfew. Apparently a main con- 
cern of the Police and Parks Departments 
was the fixing of responsibility (i.e., 
blame) “in case of trouble.” A witness to 
this meeting has stated that she was in- 
timidated into going along with the police 
plans and that only the right-wing of the 
Community Board was invited. 

This description of the gathering clashes 
sharply with the police version (post-riot 
report) which states that ‘‘unanimous sup- 
port for the program was voiced by the of- 
ficial community representatives.” 

Other matters discussed included the 
plan for Friday night, August 5th, and the 
issue of who was responsible for painting 
“this park closes at midnight” signs at 
each of the entrances. According to a par- 
ticipant, no one would own up to it! 

On the afternoon of August Sth, people 
opposed to the park closing draped a ban- 
ner at the park entrance on St. Marks. It 
stated: 


Protest Saturday, The Park 
Belongs To The People! 


Curbside, Captain McNamara, without 
leaving his car!—states ‘‘Last week is 
history, this is one for the books. Tonight 
we're mobilizing for war.’’ Earlier in the 
day Parks Commissioner Pomposello 
agreed to a request from Captain 


e: Organizers blew whistles and conch shells. 


s Around 1:00 AM, on command, mounted 


post. Throughout the early evening the 
police/hardware build-up continued 
unabated. By midnight the entire Band- 
shell area was filled with all sorts of cars, 
trucks, vans, and military gear. Nothing 
less than a quiet military occupation of 
Tompkins Square Park and the surround- 
ing area! 

By morning, all was back to normal. Or 
so it seemed. 

Saturday morning, August 6, 1988 Cap- 
tain McNamara told Father George Kuhn 
of St. Brigid’s, “if we don't win this one, 
we may as well pack up and go home.” All 
day long police hassled people. People 
with beers in bags were told to leave the 
park, although these kinds of petty, vic- 
timless crimes had never been noticed 
before. Cops tossed bottles into the Band-. 
shell chasing out the people who were 
sleeping there.

Sunday, Mayor Koch lifts the curfew in 
time for the 6 o’clock news. He claims no 
advance knowledge, having slept through 
the police riot in the Hamptons. Police 
Commissioner Benjamin Ward also claims 
that he was out of touch until Sunday mor- 
ning and had no foreknowledge of the 
police action, although high ranking of- 
ficers in his charge had planned and ex- 
ecuted the meeting of August 2 at Manhat- 
tan South. 

Commissioner Ward issues the bizarre 
revelation that Manhattan South Executive 
Officer, Thomas Darcy, number 2 man in 
Lower Manhattan, who was the ranking 
cop on the scene, cut out at 1:03 am (just 
as the police riot was breaking out) to use 
the bathroom at a station house a mile 
away! 

Darcy, a distinguished member of the 
Tactical Patrol Force during the 60’s riots, 
went on to head up the Civilian Complaint 
Review Board (CCRB) in 1986. The CCRB 
is currently processing over 100 complaints 
of police brutality in the aftermath of the 
battle for Tompkins Square Park. As of 
this writing very little has resulted in the 
way of discipline and/or punishment of of- 
ficers involved in the assault upon the com- 
munity. Over the last year the CCRB has 
initiated disciplinary action in only 250 of 
5,000 complaints. 

The allegation that Koch and Ward 
knew nothing of the assault is clearly a lie. 
Many Lower East Side residents feel such a 
large scale military/police operation could 
never have occured without orders from 
the highest level. 

The implications are serious. 

During the course of the week St. 
Brigid’s church and Father Kuhn spon- 
sored two community meetings where hun- 
dreds of people expressed their rage over 
the police action.

Feminists Imprisoned in West Germany 
Modern Witchhunt Ends in

On Dec. 18/87, spreading up 
the industrial Rhein River region 
to Hamburg in the northeast, the 
West German police flexed their 
collective muscle against the 
feminist movement critics of 
genetic engineering and State 
immigration policy. 

200 federal officers from BKA (German 
equivalent of FBI), assisted by local police, 
carried out simultaneous raids on 33 ad- 
dresses in the characteristically efficient 
and thorough style of the political police. 
They claim the sweep was to unearth the 
activities of ““Roten Zora’’ (Red Zora), a 
feminist women’s guerilla network. 

In a very planned execution aimed at 
painting a picture of State omnipotence, 
they sealed off streets and forced their 
way, with firearms drawn, into women’s 
homes, family members’ homes, private 
workplaces, and research/archive centres. 
Announcing the grounds for the raid as 
“Article 129a (paragraph of Criminal 
Code with wide applications concerning 
“‘terrorism’’), they searched the premises 
without warrants, seizing radio and video 
recordings, personal mail, address books, 
mailing lists, and scientific material 
relating to human genetics, pre-natal 
diagnosis, and reproductive technology 
research. 

The grounds for the seizure of these 
documents was their “extreme condemna- 
tion” of genetic engineering. 23 women 
were detained at police centres where they 
were photographed, finger-prii

Considering the high profile of the two 
suspects and the thin evidence against 
them, cause is created for guestioning the 
timing of this witchhunt. Sabotage actions 
from Roten Zora had increased in the last 
2 or 3 years with often victorious results, 
greatly mollifying the police. Public 
awareness and sympathy grew for the 
women guerilla’s demands for justice. So 
the police responded with a power-play,, 
both premature and miscalculated, to sow 
the seeds of suspicion in the public and 
fear among feminists. Certainly neither of 
these have been the result. A great solidari- 
ty has been generated among radical ac- 
tivists who feel the harrassment is, in spirit, 
against all of them. 

Feminists who previously had not been 
as aware of anti-imperialism came to post- 
raid meetings giving money and public 
statements attesting to the full range of 
support from women's cultural, service, 
and political organizations. In several Ger- 
man cities, they have sponsored workshops 
and conferences on gene technology, the 
trafficking in Third World women, and 
women’s strugles in the Third World. 
Large support rallies in Koln and Hamburg 
withstood intimidation and provocation by 
police, and defense groups for Ingrid and 
Ulla have been set up in these two centres. 

In a country long familiar with guerilla 
activity, the public need more than a few

Penselin remained under arrest, charged 
with “membership in the terrorist 
organization Roten Zora’’. On Dec. 20, in 
Koln, Ingrid Strobl was arrested by the 
GSG9 Swat Sguad after a 2-day stakeout 
in her apartment awaiting her return, and 
charged with ‘‘membership in the terrorist 
organization Revolutionary Cells/Roten 
Zora” and suspicion of participation in the 
Oct.86 sabotage attack on Lufthansa to 
protest both the forcible deportation of 
women seeking asylum and the promotion 
of South-East Asia sex-tourism. 

The authorities announce dramatically 
that they have now cracked 2 cells of Roten 
Zora and, on Feb.18/88, cross-country 
bulletins announce a search for 4 related 
**terrorists-at-large”. This is not the first 
time the Model Police State has brought a 
massive crackdown upon political activists 
but it is the first witchhunt to crunch down 
specifically on the women’s movement. 

Neither of these women are anonymous 
but rather are well-known and active with- 
in many feminist circles. Ulla Penselin, 36, 
has been running a community printshop 
in Hamburg for 10 years as well as organiz- 
ing, both locally and nationally, the net- 
work exposing population control policy 
and genetic technology. 

Ingred Strobl, 35, is a familiar name in 
most German households after working 7 
years as a journalist with “EMMA”, the 
widely circulated liberal-feminist monthly, 
and campaigning for the rights of refugees 
and immigrants. She received her doc- 
torate as a ““Germanologist”” (specialist on 
German history and culture) and, at the 
time of her arrest, had almost completed 
writing a book on the armed resistance of 
European women against German Naziism 
and fascism. After her imprisonment, she

striking for better conditions in German- 
owned textile factories, RZ launched. a 
series of attacks against eight stores of 
“Adler Co.’’. Only then did the owners 
finally capitulate and rehire the women, 
raise the salaries, and meet all their 
demands. This success invoked the wrath 
of the government and the urge for retalia- 
tion reached maximum boil. 

Are the authorities’ claims of having 
paralysed this women’s resistance network 
accurate or just police hype? To 
paraphrase an anonymous ‘German 
feminist... “the structure of women’s 
organizations, and Roten Zora, has always 
out-imagined the police”. No, it is not 
likely that this first blow against RZ since 
their beginnings will be successful at crack- 
ing their invisibility or crushing the women 
behind bars. 

The call from the defense groups is 
“Freedom for Ingrid Strobl and Ulla 
Penselin’’—nothing less than that. Inter- 
national publicity and support can help 
these political prisoners and the feminist 
community be strong against State attack. 
Write the women in prison to let them

The United States, Britain and France 
have all chosen to forcefully invade 
sovereign native nations for the purpose of 
testing nuclear weapons. The United 


States has tested nuclear weapons on the: 


native lands of the Western Shoshone, 
Polynesians and Alaskan Inuit. The 
Western Shoshone Nation is calling upon 
citizens of the United States, as well as the 
world community of nations, to demand 
that the United States terminate its invasion 
of their lands for the evil purpose of testing 
nuclear bombs and other weapons of war. 

In 1863, representatives of the U.S. and 
the Western Shoshones signed the Treaty 
of Ruby Valley. The U.S. proposed the 
treaty in order to end Shoshone armed 
defense of Sogobia (their native lands), ac- 
quire gold from the territory and establish 
protected communication and transporta- 
tion routes to California. 

President Lincoln needed gold from 
California and Sogobia to finance the 
North's forces in the Civil War, but 
Shoshone Resistance blocked this 
strategic east-west corridor. The treaty 
ended hostilities; averted further 


massacres of unarmed Shoshones; and 
gave the U.S. use rights for stagecoach, 
railway and telegraph routes, military 
Posts,and lands for mining, agriculture

BRUSSELS (IPS)--What happens to 
food from the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) contaminated with fallout 
from the Chernobyl nuclear incident 
‘when Third World countries reject it 
and send it back to Europe? 

In some cases, it is mixed with non- 
contaminated food and sent back to the 
Third World, according to Undine Bloch 
von Blottnitz, a West German member of 
the European Parliament. The to-ing and

* were transferred. Ratified by the U.S. 
Senate in 1866 and confirmed by Presi- 
dent Grant in 1869, the treaty is still in ef- 
fect. Although granting much to the U.S. 
government, the treaty does not exclude 
Western Shoshone tribal members or their 
guests from any part of the territory. 

In previous legal challenges to U.S. usur- 
pation of Shoshone land rights, the govern- 
ment offered $26 million (about 
$1.50/acre) to “extinguish” -Western 
Shoshone title to the territory covered by 
the treaty. The tribe refused to accept the 
offer, and in 1986 began issuing one and 
two-day permits to be on Shoshone land to 
demonstrators at the Nevada test site. A 
defense of trespass at the Nevada test site 
based on Western Shoshone sovereignty 
Claims has yet to be heard by the Nye 
County courts.

The worst is that the European Com- 
munity's executive commission appears 
to have no idea of what happens to con- 
signments once they are rejected by 
Third World countries and sent back to 
Europe. 

“In many cases, it is clear that these 
foods are not being destroyed. We are 
being duped into believing the food is 
now safe,” she told InterPress Service. 
“All the European autharities know is 
that the food was sent back to the im- 
porters; after that they don’t know what 
happens to it. 

In the past year, Egypt, Angola and 
the Philippines have been among several 
Third World countries that have return- 
ed contaminated foods, some of which 
was sent as aid from the EEC. Food ex- 
ports which have been returned include 
lamb sent to Iran, Malaysia and Kuwait; 
chocolate sent to Singapore; grain to 
Israel; and game to Hong Kong. 

The issue of what happens when the 
food is returned to the EEC has surfaced 
as a result of the arrival in Europe of just 
over 6,000 tons of Irish and Danish 
precooked beef that were returned 
The beef 


for a year it was ordered back to Europe. 

According to the environmental 
pressure group Greenpeace, the situa- 
tion is reminiscient of recent incidents 
involving toxic waste, where ships move 
from port to port attempting to get rid of 
waste that nobody wants. 

Greenpeace also has noted that in 
Many -cases returned radioactive 
powdered milk is mixed with uncon- 
taminated powdered milk to bring down 
the level of radiation so that it becomes 
legal to sell it on the market. But to make 
doubly sure, the EEC usually returns the 
rejected supplies to countries where con- 
trols are more lax.

Countries like Singapore, Malaysia, 
Sri Lanka and Brazil all have introduced 
strict regulations governing radiation 
levels in foodstuffs which were below 
the EEC’s 370-bequerel level for 
powdered milk and 600 bequerels for 
other foodstuffs. They have been heavi- 
ly criticized by the EEC and subjected to 
intense pressure.

The defendants also advance these shabby 
arguments as a reason to continue the discovery 
ban, the denial of access to results of various 
water testing that they have done and refusal to 
allow outside testing of the prisoners. They still 
insist that the ban be maintained even though 
Mike, through his attorney, pointed out that if he 
could have the test results and thus be convinced 
that there was no dangerous contamination or in- 
jury as has been the defendants’ contention, 
there would be no more suit. The government 
and Sangamo did not explain why they still op- 
posed the openness in that context even though 
presiding Magistrate Philip Fraser asked about it. 

Prisoners still suffer the negative effects of 
continual exposure to contaminated water. The 
fact that this lawsuit has been slow-walked for 
almost four years indicates the amount of relief 
prisoners can expect from such illegitimate op- 
pression (experimentation?) from the courts. 
They do not even recognize, let alone address, 
the govt's bad faith. The Magistrate said that he 
would rule on the dismissal motions in about ten 
days and, if he does not dismiss, will allow the 
prisoners some discovery, though he didn't say 
exactly what. No decision was made on the class 
Certification . The gov't attorney thinks that it will 
be a long time until any final decision is made.

“The EEC has adopted the position 
that Third World countries cannot be 
allowed to have lower permitted radia- 
tion levels than the European Communi- 
ty. Poor countries must adopt the same 
standards as the rich members of the 
EEC,” says Bloch von Blottnitz. 

But she believes that Third World 
countries were correct in adopting lower 
levels; foodstuffs like powdered milk go 
mainly to children in Third World coun- 
tries and for many of them this is their 
sole food, unlike Europe where milk is 
one of many foods children might take, 
she argues. 

“The effects of radiation levels on 
developing countries would be worse 
than in the EEC,” she argues. 

In India, three individuals are challeng- 
ing a Supreme Court judgment in March 


_ that 7,500 tons of Irish butter shipped by 


the EEC as aid had low permitted levels 
of radiation “compared with other coun- 


Š tries.” One of the individuals, Shivrao

Wagle, opposes the court's decision, 
quoting a Nobel physics laureate as say- 
ing, “No threshold exists for damaging ef- 
fects of ionizing radiation or radioactive 
material ingested or respired. Any level 
may do some damage; more does more 
damage. From that point of view every 
dose is an overdose.” 

But for Bloch von Blottnitz, the issue 
now is how to hold the EEC accountable 
for making sure that the food is properly 
dealt with or destroyed when it is return- 
ed to Europe. That way, situations like 
the recent case of Mexico will not arise. 

In March this year, a 3,700-ton ship- 
ment of Irish dairy products was return- 
ed by Mexico after being found to be 
contaminated. But that was only a part 
of the original consignment of 17,000 
tons. The other 13,000 tons already had 
deen distributed in the Central 
American country.

MEXICO CITY, Mexico, July 13 — In the wake of the 
government’s refusal to recognize the apparent victory 
of Cuauhtemoc Cardenas and the left-wing National 
Democratic Front (FDN) in Mexico’s July 6 national 
elections, the country has been plunged into a political 
crisis of potentially unmanageable proportions. 


In spite of political assassinations (in- 
cluding two top FDN leaders), voter in- 
timidation, widespread electoral fraud, 
and an unprecedented mobilization of 
40,000 soldiers and over 100,000 police, 
the FDN and its leftist allies appear to 
have won the national Presidential elec- 
tion as well as many of the country’s 564 
legislative races, soundly defeating the 
ruling status-quo party, the P.R.I. 

The PRI (the Institutional Revolu- 
tionary Party) has ruled the country with 
an iron fist since 1929—never permitting 
the political opposition to gain a major 
electoral victory. 

Voter turnout on July 6 among Mexico’s 
38 million registered voters was heavy in 
most of the urban areas where opposition 
parties’ election monitors were present; 
but in other unmonitored areas the PRI 
appears to have been able to prevent bet- 
ween 20% and 100% of the opposition’s 
votes from being counted—using a variety 
of traditional tactics of vote fraud and 
vote padding. 

Cardena’s ample margin of victory in 
monitored areas (approximately 60% of 
the country) appears to have caught the 
PRI bureaucracy by surprise, forcing 
them to postpone voting results for over a 
week. According to the Paris newspaper 
Le Monde, as well as informed govern- 
ment sources inside the PRI election ap- 
paratus, it became clear on the night of 
July 6 that Cardenas and the left were 


winning the elections, in spite of massive — 


vote padding by PRI forces; prompting 
the PRI to order the Federal Elections 
Commission (the CFE) to postpone the 
results until July 13, by which time a pro- 
cess of “political alchemy” was able to 
generate a “sweeping majority” for their 
forces. 

Following the closing of the polling 
places on Tuesday July 6, the PRI 
presidential candidate Carlos Salinas de 
Gortari got on national television and 


claimed a “massive, unquestionable vic- 
tory” for government forces, while em- 
barassed federal election officials (the ma- 
jority of whom are appointed and control- 
led by the PRI) had to admit to reporters 
that they hadn’t even begun to count the 
results of the country’s 54,641 precincts. 

This premature and completely un- 
substantiated victory announcement by 
the PRI totally enraged the majority 
forces of the political opposition, who had 
managed to place over a hundred thou- 
sand precinct monitors in most of the 
country’s voter districts. 

These precinct observors, in most cases, 
were able to physically oversee the final

vote counts made on the evening of July 
6. For the next seven days the Federal 
Elections Commission released only par- 


tial, and in fact very misleading results; 
claiming that they could not release full 
results because all of their 31 computers 
were malfunctioning at once and because 
of “unusual atmospheric conditions and 
high voter turnout.” By July 12 the CFE 
was saying just the opposite—that there 
had been low voter turnout. In past elec- 
tions the CFE had always been able to 
tabulate the results within one or 
two days. 

Basically the FDN (and in the North of 
the country the right-wing opposition, the 
National Action Party, the PAN) won the 
precincts where election monitors were 
present; while the PRI, especially in the 
rural areas, manufactured massive (in 
some cases 1,000 to 1 “majorities”) vote 
totals in the abscence of witnesses. 

In many parts of the country, armed 
PRI thugs or the police (in some cases the 
military) were able to physically eject the 
precinct monitors, thus enabling govern- 
ment forces to stuff the electoral urns 
and/or destroy opposition ballots. In many

the ballot boxes when it appeared that the 
FDN was winning. 

In Huahuapan de Leon, Oaxaca, for ex- 
ample, voting boxes were stolen by the 
PRI in 170 of the 290 precincts. In many 
unmonitored areas the PRI is claiming 
totals that are greater than 110% of the 
registered voters. In Holacho, in the 
Yucatan, where there are 8,215 registered. 
voters, PRI officials claimed that they 
received 9,099 votes; while they say the 
FDN received only 7. In Acapulco, which 
Cardenas won by a large margin, votes 
from 79 precincts ‘disappeared 
mysteriously.” 

Reacting to what president-elect 
Cuauhtemoc Cardenas called on July 9 
“technically a coup d'etat,” grassroots 
forces detonated the most incredible 
political mobilization that the country has 
experienced since the Revolution of 1910. 

Massive street demonstrations, rallies, 
encampments in front of voting head- 
quaters and government offices (at least 
40 encampments were set up in all areas 
of Mexico City on July 10), blockades and 
occupations of roadways and government 
buildings, and numerous other acts of 
civil disobedience have taken place in all 
of Mexico's 32 states as well as the 
capital city. 

In a press conference that I attended on 
July 9, Cardenas and leaders of the Mex- 
ican Socialist Party (the PMS, which 
makes up part of the FDN popular front) 
warned that the country “could fall into a 
situation of ungovernability” if the PRI 
continued to force on the country “the 
greatest electoral fraud in Mexican 
history.” 

Ata hastily called street rally of several 
thousand people in front of Mexico’s hated

Popular Resistance Advances— 
Security Forces Launch Fierce Counter-Attack

NEBAJ, Quiche, April 10 & 
GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala, April 
11 — Mindful of his Christian Democratic 
Administration's recent bad publicity in 
the international press—resulting from the 
sharp increase in political assassinations 
and his inept handling of strikes and labor 
disputes—President Vinicio Cerezo signed 
March 9th an apparently historic, wide- 
ranging “social pact” with trade unions. 

The pact included increases in minimum 
wages, price controls on basic com- 
modities, the establishment of an indepen- 
dent "Board of Inguiry to investigate 
human rights violations, and guarantees 
for previously banned political organiza- 
tions and returning refugees. 

The “social pact”” comes on the heels of 
several months of intensified political ac- 
tivity in Guatemala, including popular 
front mass demonstrations in January in 
Guatemala City and Totonicapan of up to 
50,000 people; smaller street rallies in near- 
ly all of the country’s departments calling 
for land reform, economic justice, and 
human rights; and a nationwide health 
care workers’ strike in February and 
March. 

The health workers’ strike culminated in 
large grassroots marches that converged on 
«the capital from all parts of the country, 


climaxed by a fourteen day occupation of 
the Central Plaza in front of the National 
Palace. On March 7, I witnessed the Na- 
tional Police violently breaking up the en- 
campment and forcing the thousands of 
strikers to take refuge behind the walls of 
the University of San Carlos. 

This act of repression prompted a threat 
by member groups of the national labor 
and popular action federation, the UASP, 
to launch a general strike. Forced to take a 
stand, the government reached a com- 
promise solution with the health care 
workers and signed the “social pact”” 
agreement with the UASP. 

A little over a week later, President 
Cerezo made statements that appeared to 
welcome a controversial position paper 
published by the Catholic Church of 
Guatemala, called “El Clamor Por La 
Tierra” (The Cry for Land). The pastoral 
letter criticized the unjust concentration of 
land ownership in-the country, and called 
for the implementation of an eguitable 
land reform. 

Finally, in April, after pressure from the 
unions, the Catholic Bishops, the Con- 
tadora Group, and President Arias from 
Costa Rica, Cerezo agreed to reopen 
suspended negotiations with the country’s 
left-wing guerrilla federation, the URNG 
(the United National Resistance of 
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Guatemala). Over the last six months the 
URNG have stepped up their activities in 
the twenty-eight year liberation struggle 
taking place in nine of Guatemala’s 
twenty-two departments. 

The URNG has counter-attacked effec- 
tively in response to the Army’s well 
publicized and ongoing “End of the Year 
Offensive”— with overflowing military 
hospitals providing testimony to this fact. 

The highly touted **End of the Year 
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Military Offensive’’, according to the local 
military commander here in Nebaj, Lieute- 
nant Colonial Arevalo, is attempting “to 
break the back of the subversive forces and 
drive them out of their highlands and 
jungle strongholds.”” Other than displacing 
several thousand civilian Ixil Indians from 
their Quiche mountain communities (to 
which they had fled in 1980-83 at the 
height of the Army massacres in the area) 
the offensive appears to have failed to ac- 
complish its stated objectives. 

Lieutenant Colonel Arevalo blamed an 
“International Communist Conspiracy, 
directed by Cuba and the Soviet Union” 
for the continuing guerrilla warfare in the 
country. He also told me that the two hun- 
dred Ixiles being held inside the military 
stockade in Nebaj were happy to be there 
under the protection of the Army, after be- 
ing “kidnapped for eight years by the 
EGP” (the Guerrilla Army of the Poor). 

In Salquil Grande, the largest army- 
controlled strategic hamlet or ““model 
village” in the area, where six hundred Ix- 
iles, driven from their mountain com- 
munities are being **processed” by the Ar- 
my, I asked quite a number of men and 
women if they had been **kidnapped” all 
these years by the EGP. They told me cer- 
tainly not, that they had been living for six 
to eight years high up in the mountains 


+ With heavily armed police standing a 
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millions of rank-and-file supporters to re- 
main non-violent, reminding everyone 
that the government is just looking for an 
excuse to repeat the massacres of 1968 
and 1971—when thousands of leftist 
militants were assassinated and imprison- 
ed. Since 1968, 547 political activists 
have officially disappeared, while 29 jour- 
nalists have been assassinated, according 
to figures compiled by Amnesty Interna- 
tional, the Revolutionary Workers Party 
(the PRT), and Mexico’s Union of 
Democratic Journalists. 

Recent repression has been especially 
severe in the Southern state of Chiapas, 
which borders Guatemala, where 130 
political murders have been registered, as 
well as over 2,000 cases of kidnappings, 
assaults, and other major human rights 
violations. 

At an encampment in front of the 
Secretaria de Gobernacion office in the 
capital on the night of July 10 I witnessed 
a unit of special riot police as they waded 
into the crowd and beat assembled 
demonstrators. At the heavily fortified 
American Embassy on the Avenida Refor- 
ma, I was briefly taken into custody by 
nervous Mexican police, who objected to 
me taking pictures. 

Meanwhile FDN/PMS leaders all over 
the country have begun to receive death 
threats, and militants of Mexico’s Na- 
tional University (UNAM) warned a 
group of foreign journalists that the 
government was preparing a massive 
crackdown—should civil disobedience and 
protest go beyond “permitable limits.” 

The left-wing opposition gained vic- 
tories in Mexico City (where 18 million or 
approximately 23% of Mexico’s popula- 
tion lives) and the states of Coahuila, 
Durango, Veracruz, Oaxaca, Puebla, 
Michoacan, Baja California, Morelos, the 
State of Mexico, and Guerrero—the most 
industrialized, heavily populated, and_ 
strategic areas of the country. 

The right-wing opposition party, the 
PAN appears to have gained a victory 
over the PRI in the four Northern states 
of Sonora, Chihuahua, Sinaloa, and Nuevo 


Mexico’s second largest city Guadala- 
jara—using a winning combination of 
populist rhetoric, anti-communism, and 
pro-Northamericanism. 

As of press time the PRI appears to 
have won “legitimately” in only five 
states, although party hacks and 
spokespersons for the right-wing media 
continue to claim that Salinas and the 
Pristas have won an overwhelming 
landslide. 

Interestingly enough the PAN and the

Cerezo's “*apparent'* movements 
toward national reconciliation, or concer- 
tacion, as he likes to call it, have been 
sharply criticized by the right-wing 
Establishment and the military hierarchy, 
who continue to advocate and implement 
policies of political repression and heavy- 
handed counter-insurgency. 

The national right-wing Chamber of 
Commerce, C.A.C.I.F., characterized the 
**social pact and the pastoral letter as 
“steps toward socialism’’ and warned that 
the legalization of the barined C.U.C. (the 
clandestine Campesino Unity Committee) 
would be tantamount to legitimizing “a 
violent faction outside of the law who are 
dedicated to destroying the image of 
Guatemala.” 

Right up until the moment that Cerezo 
grudgingly admitted his willingness to meet 
with the URNG, his top military com- 
mander General Hector Gramajo describ- 
ed the rebel and church supported pro- 
posals for renewed negotiations as 
**demagogic gestures designed to 
destabilize the democratic process.”” 

With President Cerezo sitting next to 
him at a banquet honoring the military on 
March 10, Gramajo said: ““These small 
groups of anarchists (the URNG) should 
understand that our democratic system has 
no room for bellicosity. These fanatics 
should recognize that in a short time the 
Guatemalan Army will crush them.” 

Meanwhile, according to well-informed

FDN have temporarily formed a tactical 
alliance to demand an honest vote count 
and a repudiation of the “Grand 
Alchemy.”

sensus. The road ahead is a long one—not 
a short one,” said a student organizer 
from the floor, who received sustained ap- 
plause.

At another mass meeting sponsored by 
the organization M.A.S. (the Movement 
Toward Socialism), participants stressed 
that the forthcoming struggle would be a 
protracted and very dangerous campaign. 

As one M.A.S. member told me “Even if 








we mobilize a million people to rally at the 
Zocalo (the square in front of the National 
Palace), it will not be sufficient. What we 
are talking about is a long-term struggle 
which will eventually lead to a situation of 
dual power—the way things were in the 
aftermath of the 1985 earthquake, when 
the PRI did nothing and the people 
rescued the victims and rebuilt the work- 
ing class and poor neighborhoods.” 

“Cardenas is our President, and we will 
use all peaceful, non-violent means at our 
disposal to force the PRI to repudiate the 
election fraud.” 

Several left-wing Mexican journalists 
after the meeting drew parallels to the 
mass movements that overthrew the Mar- 
cos dictatorship in the Philippines and the 
Shah in Iran. 

Of course the Cardenista victory and 
subsequent uprising are frightening to the 
vast C.I.A. network in Mexico and to its 
Reaganista bosses in Washington. The 
U.S. ruling class and the banks are very 
disturbed about Cardenas and the left 
calling for a repudiation of Mexico's ill- 
gotten 103 billion dollar debt. According 
to Cardenas, if elected President, he 
would move decisively to aid Third World 
liberation movements all over the globe. 

At a rally in June at the UNAM cam- 
pus, Cardenas told 150,000 people that 
Mexico should refuse to pay its foreign 
debt, and instead send money to the San- 
dinistas in Nicaragua. Especially frighten- 
ing to the ruling class in Mexico is the fact 
that the country’s oilfield workers voted 
decisively for Cardenas. 

As a demonstator reminded me at a ral- 
ly on July 12, “Mexico’s petroleum 
workers have the ability to shut down or 
sabotage the oil production facilities if the 
PRI moves further towards fascism.” The 
U.S. currently receives 40% of its oil from 
these same oil fields. Perhaps even more 
alarming to the powers that be is the fact 
that as many as 40% of Mexico's active- 
duty soldiers may have voted for 
Cardenas in some areas, not to mention 
the majority of Mexico’s three million 
government employees. 

In the face of enormous gains for the 
left-wing FDN front in Mexico—the coun- 
try's greatest political crisis in 70 
years—activists urged me to try to inform 
the Northamerican public about the true 
facts of what is happening. 

As Maria Gonzales, a demonstrator who 
was beaten by the police this week-told me:' 
“We will never survive the forthcoming 
repression, much less achieve a victory 
over the PRI, unless we receive a tremen- 
dous amount of solidarity from people all 
over the world—especially the United 
States.” 


Mass Movement 
Rouses New 
Forms of Struggle

GUATEMALA CITY, July 13 — Ina 
pouring rain, under the nervous observa- 
tion of heavily-armed riot police and 
military units, 10,000 Guatemalans march- 
ed and chanted in the downtown streets of 
the capital city on July 4—denouncing ris- 
ing prices, political repression, and the 
Cerezo administration’s failure to comply 
with the government-UASP ‘‘Social 
Pact,” signed on March 8. 

The Unidad de Accion Sindical y 
Popular (UASP), which sponsored the 
march, is a broad popular front formed in 
1987 that encompasses nearly the entire 
above ground opposition movement in 
Guatemala: trade unionists, urban 
workers, campesinos, indigenous groups, 
students, human rights activists, and pro- 
gressive Catholics. 

Since the end of last year the UASP has 
organized a series of large and effective 
protest demonstrations in Guatemala City, 
as well as in other parts of the country. On 
March 8, President Vinicio Cerezo was 
forced to sign a broad and far-reaching 
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agreement with the UASP in order to head 
off a threatened general strike. Since then 
Cerezo appears to have given in to military 
and right-wing pressure to void the March 
8 Accords—the most dramatic pressure ap- 
plied being the attempted military coups of 
May 11 and May 19. 

The UASP “Social Pact’ includes 
demands to raise wages; to place price con- 
trols to basic commodities; to establish an 
Independent Board of Inquiry to in- 
vestigate human rights abuses; and to pro- 
vide guarantees for previously banned 
political organizations and returning 
refugees. One of the UASP’s previously 
banned groups, the C.U.C. (Campesino 
Unity Committee) made its first above 
ground appearance in many years at a 
number of UASP-endorsed May Day 
demonstrations held around the country. 

Since the “Social Pact’’ was signed, in- 
ternal contradictions inside the govern- 
ment and the military have intensified. In 
response the UASP has denounced right- 
wing intimidation and the military coup at- 
tempts; meanwhile broadening its own

*In July 1982, the IWC voted in favour of a 
moratorium on all whaling activities effec- 
tive from 1986. Three months later, Japan 
and three other whaling nations filed objec- 
tions against the moratorium to avoid 
abiding by it. 

-*In December 1983, the U.S. Government 
cut Japan's quota for fish caught in its waters 


1983 for killing minkes. 

Japan is not alone in its “scientific 
research” excuses. Iceland and South Korea 
have begun “scientific whaling” after the 
start of the moratorium with a vast majority 
of meat exported to Japan. 

For “research purposes” Japan announced 
in August 1987 that it would send whaling 
ships to the Antarctic to kill 825 minke 
whales and 50 sperm whales. Nobody really 
believed that killing whales year after year 
helped scientific research. Now after in- 
tense criticism both within and outside the 
country, Japan has now settled for 300 
whales.

*In June 1984 Japan failed to win an addi- 
tional exemption from the ban on hunting 
sperm whales from the IWC. 

*In November 1984, Japanese whalers 
commenced the hunting of sperm whales, 
violating the IWC's zero quota. According 
to the U.S. Packwood-Magnuson Amend- 
ment, the U.S. should have reduced Japan's 
fishing rights by half. However, the U.S. and 


Japan agreed to avoid the sanctions if Japan 8

*In December 1984, Sahabat Alam 
Malaysia (SAM) appealed to the Japanese 
Ambassador in Malaysia and the Japanese 
Prime Minister to abide by the IWC's ruling 
to end all commercial whaling by 1986. 

*In January 1985, SAM urged international 
wildlife groups to send letters of protestand 
condemnation to Japanese Embassies in 
their countries. 


“In August 1985, SAM supported 


Greenpeace International in its boycott of 


Japan Airlines. It urged local travel agencies 
to persuade their passengers not to travel 
on Japan Airlines and also requested inter- 
national wildlife groups to write in to their 
local travel agents.

*In April 1985, Japan agreed conditionally 
to stop whaling provided the U.S. Appeals 
Court ruled that the U.S. government stop- 
ped imposing sanctions on Japan for 
violating the sperm whale ban in 1988. 

*In 1986 the IWC passed a resolution in 
an attempt.to restrict “scientific whaling” re- 
questing that products be used only for 
local consumption. Japan announced its 
own scientific research proposals. Korea, 
Norway and the Soviet Union followed suit. 


ROLES OF NORWAY AND 
THE SOVIET UNION 


Norway, a major whaling nation is a major 
harvester of Minke whales in the North 
Atlantic. It is one of the largest consumers of 
whale products and it exports over half of 
its whale cuts to Japan. 

Despite the IWC's ban, Norway continues 
to hunt for minke whales, killing about 400 
whales a year under the guise of scientific 
whaling. It has fought for high quotas and 
for the past few years Norwegian whale 
meat has been sold to Japan. 

The USSR, the second largest whaling na- 
tion, exports its entire catch to Japan. It still 
uses cold (non-explosives) harpoons which 
had been totally banned by the IWC since 


It claims that whale meat is a prized 
delicacy in Japan. But only a small percen- 
tage of the sperm whale meat is eaten. And 
only in coastal areas where it represents less 
than 1 - 0.01 percent of Japan’s annual pro- 
tein consumption. 

Sperm oil and other by-products and fer- 
tilisers can be extracted from the sperm 
whale. But there is a variety of tested suc- 
cessful substitutes for whale products that 
are easily available to provide industrial oil 
and cheap fertiliser. 

The importance of whales has not been 
realised. We can neither underestimate nor 
ignore their importance. They are an in- 
telligent and sensitive species. 

They are intensely sociable animals living 
and travelling in groups. Their social life is 
highly complex amd little understood. 


‘Often when one member of a group is in- 


jured other members will rush to its aid and 
refuse to leave the area. Sickeningly, whalers 
have taken advantage of this situation by 
harpooning a calf to draw the others within 
their range. 

There is an urgent need now to save the 
whales for ecological, ethical and economic 
reasons. The absence of whales will cause a 
serious imbalance in the ocean food chain 
and will affect people who depend on the 
ocean for food. Whales eat krills which feed 
on the plankton, the largest supplier of 
oxygen to the oceans. 

The whale, a highly intellectual creature, 
has long been a source of mystery to 











“humans. We are beginning to learn more 
about them and they are a source of 
knowledge. 

Mighty they may be, but they are no 
match for huge modern ships with 
sophisticated equiptment, scouring the 
oceans for the remaining few left today. 

Their killing is atrociously cruel and in- 
humane. First the terrified whale and its 
family are chased until they are exhausted. 
They are killed with explosive harpoons 
which, when embedded, blow up the 
whales causing intensive internal damage. 
Whenever a charge fails to explode or 
misses a vital organ the whale often suffers 
a prolonged agonising death. 

There is room for action in pressing Japan 
to end all commercial whaling. Our main 
hope lies in the Pelly Amendment which 
empowers the United States to embargo 
imports of fish products from any country 
that undermines an international whale con- 
servation agreement. 

We need your help to fight Japan, Iceland, 
Norway and the USSR. They are spending 
millions of dollars on lobbyists and 
publishing propaganda to weaken the U.S. 
resolve. In Washington they have hired 
former U.S. officials who administered 
America’s fisheries and wildlife laws. 

These lawyers are mounting a powerful 
campaign to persuade key Federal officials 
and members of Congress to weaken their 
stance on whale hunting so that the killing 
will continue. 

The Japanese Whaling Association and the 
Japan Fisheries Association have got the ser- 


vices of Richard Frank who headed the Na- 
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration in the ( mmerce Department 





He has been engaged to undermine U.S. 
anti-whaling policies and to fight a lawsuit 
by other conservation groups which seek to 
force sanctions against Japan. 

Theodore Kronmiller, the former chief 
U.S. fisheries negotiator in the State Depart- 
ment appearing for Iceland, will resist U.S. 
sanctions against that country’s fishing in- 
dustry for its exports of whale meat to 
Japan, and whaling outside the law. 

Working for one of Washington's high- 
powered law firms, he is also representing 
U.S.-Soviet fishing interests seeking to halt 
U.S. sanctions imposed in 1985 for Soviet 
violations of the IWC ban. 

Terry Leitzell, a former head of the Na- 
tional Marine Fisheries Services in the Com- 
merce Department will act for Norway to 
press for U.S. acquiescence to its outlaw 
whaling. 

These three defiant nations have found

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‘that they can weaken U.S. resolve by high- 


level threats such as trade war and retalia- 
tion against U.S. military interests.

Among the most distinctive protests at 
both Democratic and Republican conven- 
tions were the “Safe Drugs Rallies” 
which blended concerns about the Contra 
Cocaine, 1.V. AIDS, & marijuana reform. 
Both conventions kicked off with this 
message which was anathema on both 
the Left and the Right: to the followers 
of Ed Koch and Jesse Jackson on the 
Democrat side, and Nancy Reagan and 
George Bush of the Republicans. 

In fact, protest at both Conventions 
was—with the notable exception of ACT- 
UP—not the work of recognized, 
‘mainstream’ movement groups dominated 
by Jesse’s people, but also-rans like the 
New Alliance Party and NBAU/RCP. 

The Democrats provided them a 
“home”: the parking lotlinferno across 
from the OMNI, where the voices of dis- 
sent oft addressed nought but super- 
heated asphalt while the Democrats and 
99 per cent of the media sensibly stayed 
some place air-conditioned. 

In a kind of premature ejaculation, the 
first and only big protest event occurred 
the day hefore the Democratic convention

Monitoring of industry marketing practices, 
carried out by Action and members of the Inter- 
national Baby Food Action Network (IBFAN), has 
found that Nestle and American Home Products 
continue to dump supplies of formula on hospitals 
around the world, freguently in huge guantities. 
For example, in Singapore, Nestle and AHP each 
supplied formula to nine out of ten hospitals 
visited.

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CURFEW FIGHT MOVES TO 
WASHINGTON SQUARE PARK

In light of the victory over the Tompkins 
Square Park curfew, won through the riot of 
Aug. 6 (see page 1) the fight to lift all New 
York City park curfews and free all our parks 
has moved to the heart of Greenwich 
Village—to a park which symbolizes the 
counterculture to the worid—Washington 
Square Park (WSP). 

The midnight to 6 am curfew at WSP was 
Started a few years ago as part of a 
Federally-coordinated ““anti-drug”” plan. Its 
premises were that drug dealers were the 
main habitues of the park at night—and that 
putting up barricades and adding police to 
the park would simply cause them to close 
up shop. 

But according to community residents and 
other parkgoers, this plan hinges on a 
double-sided lie. The Village is a 24-hour-a- 
day neighborhood in an all-night town. Bars 
and restaurants there are open until at least 
4 am. Nighttime park users are the same 
folks attracted to the Village’s main open 
space during the day: Yuppies, New York

hospital staff, these hospitals were given enough 
formula to fully formula feed 110% of the 
newborns. 

Already there is widespread international sup- 
port for the boycott. “By the end of the Nestle 
boycott in 1984, it was supported in ten coun- 
tries around the world,” said Action’s Executive 
Director, Janice Mantell. “This month we have 
received statements of support for a boycott 
against Nestle and American Home Products from 
organizations in more than twenty counties in- 
cluding Australia, Malaysia, Swaziland, Kenya, 
Mauritius, Liberia, the Philippines, Thailand, 
Austria, Belguim, France, Germany, Ireland, Italy, 
the Netherlands, Norway, Sweden and the United 
Kingdom—and we haven't started organizing yet. 
Our international network, the International Baby 
Food Action Network, is very strong, and very 
committed to infant health.” 

The boycotts will include all consumer pro- 
ducts made by both companies and their sub- 


dealers—but that brings up the second lie: 
the ‘‘dealers’’ didn't close up shop, but now 
clog the streets of the nearby business and 
residential neighborhood into which they’ve 
been shoved. 

Each night at about 11:30, police go 
around the park to tell people ““The park is 
closed! Please leave by the nearest exit!” 
They begin on the edges and move to the 
center of the park. Parkgoers who have been 
peacefully using the park always leave 
without resistance. 

Then in mid and late August, things began 
to change. Leaflets went up announcing that 
every Saturday there would be a rally begin- 
ning about 10 PM and that people would defy 
the curfew til dawn. The cops took this very 
seriously. They brought in lots of riot- 
helmetted cops from all over Manhattan to 
make sure everyone left. Horses, motor- 
cycles, top brass, ‘‘anti-crime’’ units, 
nothing was too good or too expensive to 
make sure the park was empty at night. 

These rallies attract people from all over 
the park, and activists and others coming 
specifically to'them. David Peel, who'has = 
been entertaining and politicizing crowds in 
WSP for 20 years, sings new stuff written for 
the Tompkins and Washington Square strug- 
gles and old favorties. Chants go up like, 





Sidiaries, but will focus on two products from 
each company. The Nestle Boycott will focus on 
Taster’s Choice Instant Coffee, and 
Coffeemate Non-dairy Coffee 
Creamer. Coffeemate is a product of Carna- 
tion, which is a wholly-owned Nestle subsidiary. 
Boycotters will be urged to take a “clean” coffee 
break—to make a statement against corporate 
practices which harm children. The AHP Boycott 
will focus on Anacin aspirin and Advil 
ibuprofin. Boycotters will “give AHP a 
headache” to pressure the company to stop its 
harmful infant formula promotion. 

Other products made by the Nestle Corpora- 
tion include Stouffers frozen foods, Beech-Nut 
baby foods, all Carnation products, Nestle 
chocolate and ice cream, and Beringer wines. 
Products by AHP include Chef Boy-ar-dee foods, 
Pam Cooking Spray, Jiffy Pop Popcorn, Gulden’s~ 
Mustard, Dristan Cold Products, Easy-Off Cleaning 
products, Sani-Flush, Woolite products, and the 
eee 
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“‘Whose fuckin’ parks?’’, answered with 
“Our fuckin’ parks!’ Speeches are given. 
Banners and signs go up. Leaflets on the 
curfew and other matters are handed out. 
The mood is part rally, part festival, as it 
Should be in a park. 

Because of the rallies and the ‘‘threats’’ to 
break the curfew, the cops started to close 
WSP earlier and earlier, only angering more 
people. With the massive pig presence, and 
some of our own disorganization no one has 
remained in the park after midnight. 

This is not to say that there has not been 
resistance. Every week a march has left the 
park and attempted to march through a dif- 
ferent part of the Village. Through massive 
police action, pincer moves, and decapitation 
(arresting the ‘‘leaders’’ and people in the 
front of the march) the march is not able to 
continue and wind its way back to the park 
or other destinations. Bystanders were also 
arrested in the cop’s confusion and/or plan- 
ned intimidations. Many of the bystanders ar- 
rested have become regular demonstrators. 

The cops resurrected old unconstitutional 
regulations and arrested people for holding 
signs and banners, and giving out leaflets. A 
week later when large numbers of people 
showed up with copies of the bill of rights to 
be distributed, thus threatening filling the 









According to Douglas Johnson (National Chair- 
man of Action and former Executive Director of Ac- 
tion's predecessor, the Infant Formula Action 
Coalition) free supplies to hospitals is the 
industry's most lucrative entry into the market and 
the promotional tactic which most effectively 
undermines breastfeeding, leading to intant 
malnutrition, illness and death. 

Promotion in the hospital is particularly effective 
because once bottle feeding starts, breastmilk 
begins to dry up. When mother and baby leave the 
hospital, there is a physical need to buy more for- 
mula—both mother and baby are ‘‘hooked,"’ said 
Johnson. 

Dumping supplies, especially in under-resourced 
third world hospitals, in effect, turns health care 
workers into salespeople for the formula com- 
panies, according to Dr. Roy Brown, the Chairman 
of the Department of Community Medicine, St. 
Joseph Hospital, Patterson, New Jersey. 

Dr. Brown cited, from recent experiences as a 
visiting pediatrician in countries of Africa, Asia andi 
Latin America, many examples of ‘bottle baby 
disease'—severe malnutrition, diarrhea, and 
gastroenteritis—amongst infants whose mothers 
have been persuaded by company promotion that 
formula is superior to breastfeeding but who have 
neither the money nor the hygienic conditions ta 
prepare the formula safely to feed her child. 

The tragedy, said Dr. Brown, is that the 
malnutrition he witnessed is almost totally preven- 
table: Breastfeeding is free, safe, and absolutely 








the best method of infant feeding.

backed off on leaflettting and banner 
carrying. 

In their million dollar attempt to keep WSP 
closed at night, they have tried a new in- 
timidation tactic. Obvious cops wearing 
casual clothes (they usually have their shirts 
outside their pants to cover their radio, guns, 
handcuffs, and/or stick) patrol around the 
rally and follow at a close personal distance, 
both inside and outside the park, known ac- 
tivists, arresting them unexpectedly. 

Activists promise new and creative tactics 
to beat back the intimidations, to open all city 
parks, to make the Koch administration 
realize they can’t continue to attack peoples’ 
freedom without a fight.

Skins were indeed set upon, but the cops 
mostly accomodated klan-bashers by se- 
questering 200-300 klansmen in a base- 
ment parking garage for 4 hours while 
holding their spokesperson in “protective 
custody.” 

The next day Andrew Young announced 
a clampdown on all further demonstra- 
tions: fulfilling the objectives of Klansmen 
and the Democrats as well. And yes, the 
Guardian Angels were there, running in- 
terference for the klan. 

The reason New Orleans was so anti- 
climactic was a misconception widespread 
among activists — especially those con- 
nected with the Rainbow coalition. Since 
the local New Orleans Rainbow Coalition’s 
attempt to set the agenda for protests 
convention week had been blocked 3 


months earlier by groups which 
suspected their own independent protest 
actions might be stifled, one heard more 
and more, emanating from the Jackson 
camp, the refrain: “Forget about picket- 
ting and protesting Bush; he’s a goner; 
harassing the candidate about Contragate 
will just feed energy into his trip.” 

Too bad that the Rainbow Coalition has 
enough clout on the Left to make it 
Stick. 

Because the problem with this is that 
while “picketting and protesting Bush” 
people come together, compare notes and 
form new creative ideas which they 
refine when they return home. Because 
this didn't happen the Bush machine suf- 
fered only scattered disruptions and no 
large demonstrations against their cam- 


paign for the White House. 

So when the GOP nominated a drug- 
dealer and a draft-dodger, the only ones 
to protest were “Draft-dodgers for 
Ouayle” —a handful of independent 
radicals who had not been fooled. 

That week, in the virtual absence of 
protest, the Bush crew was able to sell 
the media on the appearances of Bush 
having no serious, vociferous opposition. 
Important spin for the post-convention 
bounce: /RAN/CONTRA DEAD AS FAR AS 
PUBLIC OUTRAGE GOES, etc. 

As one protestor who actually showed 
up in New Orleans put it: “Now if 
George Bush does win the election, the 
Jackson faction will have no one to 
blame but themselves...” 
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LABOR DAY '88—'Adding to the list,” | 
thought, as | watched some of the arrested 
being led away; the long dumb list of intense 
& often brutal police action in San Francisco. | 
became aware with a fascination, however, at 
their seeming restaint. The Haight Street en- 
trance to Golden Gate Park was the spot; ac- 
tually half a block south, since the cops had 
placed barricades all around the entrance, 
hoping to break up the food giveaway. “Food 
Not Bombs” was the main theme, but the 
subplots included the exorcism of “the 
sixties” from the Haight, Yuppies vs. Squat- 
ters & the War on Drugs. 

The cops, clad in helmet, action jumpsuit, 
black leather gloves, & armed with the “big 
sticks”, marched closely & tightly through the 
crowd, pushing & shoving a little, but not sw- 
inging wildly as they did in the past. They 
stopped & stood straight in line, turned & 
pushed back, separating the crowd. At the 
same time, a squad was encircling, from 
behind, the mass of the group around the food. 
People started grabbing what food was still 
unseized by the cops, pulling it to safety up 
the block. The folks that were encircled sat 
down, linked arms, started chanting, “Food 
not Bombs, Food not Bombs”, “Eat the Rich, 
Feed the Poor,” & the like. Some started toss- 
ing food, melons, carrots, apples, bags of 
plates & utensils, over the heads of the police 
line that stood with backs turned. 

Arrests were taking place slowly but for the 
most part cooperatively. A few people had to 
be pried apart & dragged away; there was 
some degree of forced “pain compliance” & 
use of chokeholds. Offending officers were 
quickly identified by their helmet numbers 
which were yelled out loud & picked up as a 
chant. The food got seized twice, during the 
third in a series of protest food lines, this one 
on Labor Day. Fifty four arrests were made. 
Only two or three brief incidents could be 
characterized as violent, a TV cameraman 
was knocked to the ground as pushing & 
shoving got a bit heavy at the end. 

One cop went temporarily berserk, during 
the second encirclement, prodding a 
demonstrator, who ran high speed away from 


annoyed at the food being thrown, especially 
when the carrots started flying back at them. 
A carrot breaking over a helmet is a fine thing 
to see. So is a big white bucket, bouncing off 
a helmetted head, though my conscious mind 
tells me he barely felt it, though shock value 
counts for something. The pigs weren't too 
happy at slop being thrown at them, | guess 
tice & beans are really threatening. In 
response they stepped up the use of 
chokeholds on arrestees. 

After they had made their arrests, the cops 
did something exceedingly weird, but in com- 
plete character. They spread their squads, 
making one long line, then spread that line 
more and took squads a block north to stand 
behind the barricades in the park entrance. By 
this time they were being completely sub- 
jected to ridicule, & some began to relax, 
sneaking a smoke. They knew how ludicrous 
the situation was; they all read the same 
newspapers & the mayor had got a bug up his 
ass defending the homeowners on this one. 
The cops then retreated amid a chorus of 
jeers, & a few thrown carrots. 

The last brief confrontation came as the 
cops went back to their cars and vans, 
enroute to taking the arrested food to the 
Haight-Ashbury soup kitchen, a hippie kitchen 
that many “food not bombs” folx have been 
involved with. The crowd spilled into the 
street, & some of the officers opened their 
trunks back up, pulled out the sticks & the 
helmets. They formed back up, marched in & 
lined up to allow for an orderly departure. 
Already some of the more peaceful energy 
people were forming a Rainbow circle in the 
field, holding hands, joining and smiling. The 
cops were soon gone, leaving their precious 
barricades behind. These we piled up in tangl- 
ed & unmanageable heaps, though we 
neglected to haul them down the path to 
chuck them in the lake. 

Evidently someone at City Hall had enough. 
“Can you imagine arresting people who are 
giving food to the homeless? We're getting 
eaten alive in the press, artie!” “But the 
homeowners say its the anarchists & punks

According to high-level military 
spokespersons, including base com- 
manders I interviewed in Santiago Atitlan 
and Nebaj, the “subversives”* enjoy the 
backing of a significant portion of the in- 
digenous community. In Santiago Atitlan, 
a war zone south of here near the tourist 
haven of Panajachel, the military com- 
mand spoke of 25% of the Indians aiding 
the guerrillas, while 50% or more were 
classified as “passive sympathizers.” 

The Christian Democratic Party 
representative from Ouiche, Diego Velasco 
Brito, stated last November that “in the 
Ixil Triangle of Quiche there are con- 
tinuous confrontations between the guer- 
rillas and the Army, and that even in the 
towns of Nebaj and Chajul (garrison 
towns completely occupied by the Army) 
the EGP has significant support from the 
local population.” 

With almost a thousand widows of the 
war living in both Nebaj and Chajul, and 
memories of Army massacres etched in 
their minds, it’s no wonder the Army still 
has problems ‘‘pacifying”’ the Ixil popula- 
tion. 

In relation to the March 9 Accords, left- 
ists and progressives have warned me to 
recognize that the agreements in the 
“social pact’? have not yet been im- 
plemented thirty days after the signing 
ceremony—and that they may never be im- 
plemented. President Cerezo, they point 
out, isa master at public relations, and re- 
cent statements of his may simply be a 
clever tactic to defuse mass protest and in- 
fluence the forthcoming municipal elec- 
tions, slated for April 24. 

While Vinicio Cerezo preaches concerta- 
cion in front of the television cameras, the 
Death Sguads behind the scenes are run- 
ning wild once again and the civil war is 
raging. In the words of Archbishop Pro- 
spero Penados de Barrios, a'leading force 
behind the recent pastoral letter and the 
call for government-rebel negotiations, 
“‘The Army is the real power behind the 
throne.” 

Recent articles appearing in the New 
York Times (February 17), the Los 
Angeles Times (March 6), and the Paris In- 
ternational Herald Tribune—as well as the 
national Mexican press—have begun to 
publicize internationally what is obvious 
here inside the country: that beneath the 
veneer of Cerezo’s “political opening” 
political assassinations and kidnappings of 
Indian campesinos, students, labor ac- 
tivists, and relatives of the disappeared are 
reaching epidemic proportions—prompt- 
ing comparisons in the media with the 
worst years of the 1970s and early 80s. 

According to the widely respected 
Guatemala City publication This Week in 
its February 29, 1988 issue, the increased 
activity of Death Squads since last fall is no 
accident: ‘‘a police and army security drive 
against suspected guerrilla sympathizers 
among civilians has been in effect since 
December, explaining in part the sharp rise 
in abductions, disappearances, and squad- 
type killings.” 

In my records for Guatemala covering 
the last two and a half months of 1987, I 
count over three hundred victims of this 
wave of terror—killed, kidnapped, or 
wounded—and this figure only includes 
non-battlefield, politically related incidents 
reported in the three main national 
newspapers: Prensa Libre, El Grafico, and 
La Hora. And since the first of the year, 
this grisly body count has risen even 
higher; especially in the capital Guatemala 
City, in the agro-export plantation areas of 
the south, and among civilians in and 
around the half-dozen or more counter- 
insurgency ‘‘zones of conflict.”” 

Recent statements issued by Amnesty In- 
ternational, the Guatemalan Human 
Rights Commission, and the Central 
American Peace Accords’ Commission of 
International Verification (CIVS) have 
underlined what I’ve been observing in 
person in my recent travels through the 
war zones of Solala and Quiche. Behind 
the pseudo-liberal facade of Cerezo’s 
Christian Democratic administration lies 
the back-alley hell of political assassina- 
tions and middle-of-the-night abductions 
that have characterized the last thirty years 
of authoritarian rule in Guatemala. 


In the words of Canada’s Ecumenical 
Committee for Human Rights, who visited 
the country in late January, ““summary ex- 
ecutions and disappearances are part of 
daily life” in today’s Guatemala. What is 
surprising is that in spite of this murderous 
repression, people are still willing to strug- 
gle, both in the underground and in the 
aboveground mass movement. 

The Cerezo Administration denies any 
responsibilty for the increased wave of kid- 
nappings and murders that have frightened 
and angered progressive forces in the coun- 
try. The President has been willing to 
discuss union and grassroots community 
demands for simple economic reforms, but 
he has adamantly refused to address the 
more fundamental demands of the UASP, 
G.A.M. (families of the disappeared), the 
C.U.C., and the Forum of Democratic 
Guatemalans (elected representatives of 
the Guatemalan exile movement in 
Mexico). 

These groups, along with many others in 
the country, are calling for the abolition of 
the forced civil patrols in_the highlands 
(which involve 600,000 Indians), the 
demilitarization of the zones of conflict, 
an end to the forced conscription of poor 
and Indian youth into the armed forces, 
and the investigation and prosecution of 
notorious assassins, torturers, and kidnap- 
pers—many of whom continue to serve’ 
openly in the ranks of the Army, the 
police, and the right-wing political parties. 

Cerezo has said over and over again that 
he must leave the conduct of the counter- 
insurgency war in the hands of the 
Generals, and that his “hands are tied” as 
far as prosecuting human rights violators 
who committed crimes before his coming 
to power in 1986. But as everyone in the 
country knows, these same people are still 
directing the institutionalized terror that is 
ravaging the country.

Murder Incorporated. 

Two recent incidents, one occurring in 
and around the capital Guatemala City, 
and one occuring here in the highlands of 
Quiche, illustrate the current situation in 
Guatemala. 

In the first incident, the case of the 
famous white panel truck, or as it’s known 
here, E/ Panel Blanco de la Muerte (the 
white panel truck of death), six officers of 
the National Treasury Police were arrested 
driving the Panel of Muerte on the 
highway leading to El Salvador. The panel 
truck they were driving had been involved 
in no less than fifteen political kidnappings 
and assassinations, as well as a string of 








panel truck were employees of Oscar Diaz 
Urquizu, the head of the infamous 
Treasury Police and another former 
military officer and close friend of 
Cerezo—formerly, in fact, Cerezo’s per- 
sonal bodyguard. 

When Oscar Diaz Urquizu learned that 
some of his henchmen had been ap- 
prehended in the Panel Muerte by elements 
of the policia nacional (a different, but 
supposedly cooperating branch of the 
government security forces) on March 10, 
he sent out a hundred armed and uniform- 
ed officers to rescue them. 

In a scene that looked like something out 
of a Wild West movie, armed national 
police had an hour-long standoff outside 
the jail with even more heavily armed 
Treasury Police before they finally arrived

robberies since the latter part of last year. 

Human rights groups including G.A.M., 
as well as the activists’ student association, 
the A.E.U., had correctly identified the 
panel truck to the police all 
along—providing descriptions of the 
Occupants, its various license plate 
numbers (at times it was driven with license 
plates, at times without), as well as 
testimony relating to the abductions it was 
involved in. 

On February 9 and February 16 the 
Panel Muerte and its government hit men 
were involved in two highly-publicized 
political abductions and murders—the first 
victim being a Guatemala City activist Ana 
Elizabeth Morales Paniagua, aged 25; the 
second a University of San Carlos 
agronomist, Jose Alvino Grijalva Estevez. 

The mother of Ana Elizabeth im- 
mediately identified the abductors in the

In the words of the Student Association 
of the University of San Carlos: “The 
government of Vinicio Cerezo has con- 
tinued with the maximum repression of the 
counter-insurgency program of the 
military dictators of the past: Arana 
Osorio, Lucas Garcia, Rios Montt, and 
Mejia Victores.”” 

But in spite of this carnage, the two year 
public relations offensive of the Christian 
Democrats has had the desired effect—the 
regime is receiving record amounts of 
economic aid from Western Europe and 
the United States. 

The publically-admitted amounts of 
military aid seem modest—at least in com- 
parison to police states like El 
Salvador—but behind the scenes military 
advisors from Israel, South Korea, South 
Africa, and the United States continue to 
coach the Generals and the Special Forces 
Kaibiles in the refined techniques of 





Panel Muerte as agents of the police, while 
G.A.M. correctly identified the assassins 
of Jose Alvino. 

In spite of these denunciations, the

Julio Cabelleros, formerly a military jefe 
and a personal friend of Cerezo, claimed 
he had no real solid evidence to prosecute 
the case. A few days before the panel truck 
was finally pulled over, Cabelleros stated 
to a reporter from the national magazine 
Cronica that “as long as John O. Public 
doesn’t- provide sufficient information to 
aid the security forces, citizens shouldn’t 
expect the police to be in all places at all 
times.” 

As it turned out, Cabelleros wouldn’t 
have to look far, since the Panel de Muerte 
was parked every night that it wasn’t in ac- 
tion in the garage of the Treasury Police 
headquarters in Guatemala City.

The six lower level Treasury Police 
agents remained in jail, the white panel 
truck was impounded (although Treasury 
police were reportedly allowed tọ wipe the 
van free of fingerprints and remove all 
evidence), and a cover-up public relations 
campaign was put into operation, designed 
to shield higher ranking police officials as 
well as Cerezo himself. 

Outraged public opinion forced Cerezo 
to fire his friend Urquizu ““for not proper- 
ly disciplining his men’’, but Cerezo denied 
to the press on March 11 that higher level 
officials of the Treasury Police had any 
knowledge whatsoever of the wave of ter- 
ror carried out by the hit men of the Panel 
de Muerte. 

Urquizu, for his part, had the audacity 
shortly after the incident to state that his 
Treasury Police officers were out on an im- 
portant mission driving the white panel 
truck without license plates “because it 


had just recently come out of the police 


garage after repairs.? Ricca 

The new director of the Treasury Police, 
Carlos Salazar Bonilla, turns out to be, 
you, guessed it, another former career 
military officer who served under the dic- 
tators and a personal friend of President 
Cerezo. Since the incident, described by 
Prensa Libre in its March 11 edition as ‘‘a 
scandal without precedent in the history of 
the Guatemalan police,” Cerezo and 
government officials have been reluctant 
to discuss the. matter, preferring to 
downplay its importance. 

On the fifteenth of March, another in- 
famous panel truck, involved previously in 
a series of robberies and abductions, was 
pulled over in the violence-ridden town of 
Santa Lucia Cotzumalguapa, Esquintla. 
This time the occupants carried military 
type machine guns, while one carried iden- 
tification papers identifying him as an in- 
formant for military intelligence. Military 
officials declined to comment on the 
arrest. 

Finally, there was the incident here in 
Quiche of the discovery of a clandestine 
cemetery near Chichicastenango in late 
February, in which the decayed cadavers 
of twenty-three Indians were found. The 
twenty-three had been massacred by a 
military directed civil patrol in 1983. The 
clandestine cemetery was uncovered by 
Quiche based members of G.A.M., whose 
family members were among the victims of 
the massacre. 

G.A.M. not only led reporters to the 
scene, but also brought forth testimony 
from eyewitnesses of the 1983 massacre, 
which resulted in the arrest of two Civil 
Patrol leaders, Miguel Batz Aj and Miguel 
Guarcas Colaj, both of whom were known 
to be close associates of Quiche military 
officers. 

The victims, both women and men, were 
slaughtered in 1983 after being denounced 
by informers as sympathizers of the EGP 
guerrilla organization. The other two hun- 
dred members of the victims’ village, Chij- 
tinimit, had kept the secret of the massacre 
to themselves for over four years after be- 
ing threatened by the civil patrol and the 
military. 

Since the incident was reported in the 
national press in early March, Chijinimit 
villagers have been threatened once again 
“by the military, who have sent armed 















detachments to the eyewitnesses’ houses, 
telling them they’ll be killed if they follow 
through with testimony against the 
perpetrators of the massacre. 

Since that time G.A.M. has revealed the 
location of other clandestine cemeteries in 
the highlands, and has called on families of 
the disappeared and murdered to over- 
come their fear and make public denuncia- 
tions of the members of the security forces 
who carried out these atrocities. As is 
customary, government and military of- 
ficials have tried to downplay the situation. 

On March 23, over a thousand civil 
patrol. members from Quiche tried to 
storm the jail in Santa Cruz to release the 
leaders of the 1983 Chijtinimit massacre, 
Miguel Batz Aj and Miguel Guarcas Colaj. 

In an armed standoff with the police, 
with soldiers of the National Army stan- 
ding aside and doing nothing, the mob 
threatened to murder the guards and free 
the prisoners. After an hour the mob final- 
ly dispersed, after being assured by of- 
ficials that none of them would be pro- 
secuted for previous murders and human 
rights violations that they had participated 
in. Quiche was a virtual killing field in the 
late 1970s and early 80s. 

On March 24, the next day, members of 
the same mob moved on to Nebaj, where 
they stormed the Christian Democratic 
mayor’s office and demanded his 
dismissal, ostensibly for corruption and 
misuse of town funds. 

According to local sources in the 
mayor’s office, elements of the military 
and the right-wing opposition parties were 
behind the mob action in Santa Cruz and 
Nebaj—wishing to discredit the Christian 
Democrats as well as to intimidate poten- 
tial witnesses from among the families of 
the disappeared. 

On April 5, the day after Easter, leaders 
of G.A.M. travelled to the military bases in 
Chimaltenango and Santa Cruz to demand 
that human rights witnesses be allowed to 
search for more clandestine cemeteries in 
the areas under military control. They also 
demanded that the military and its civil 
patrols cease their threats and acts of in- 
timidati ain sidents. 







cia and other leaders of G.A.M. were in- 
sulted and threatened by the military, 
while reporters and cameramen who 


escorted them were physically assaulted by 
the soldiers. As of press time, the Cerezo 
Administration has made no comment on 
the incident.

demands to include land reform, 
demilitarization of the war zones, govern- 
ment negotiations with the URNG guer- 
rillas, and an overall democratization of 
the country. 

Since March, political repression 
directed against the UASP and the mass 
movement has continued at a bloody 
rate—with approximately 100 civilians per 
month being murdered or kidnapped by 
government security forces, according to 
figures cited recently in the Guatemalan 
and foreign press. 

In the Guatemala City demonstration of 
July 4, UASP militants shouted ‘‘The Peo- 
ple United Will Never Be Defeated,” as 
they burned a Christian Democratic Party 
flag in front of the National Palace. 

‘With this fire we are demonstrating 
our rejection of the way that this country is 
being governed. How everyday we are 
becoming further impoverished,” stated 
Antonio Garcia, one of the march 
organizers. 

During the demonstration, Guatemala’s 
“First Lady, Raquel Blandon de Cerezo, 
appeared briefly on the high balcony of the 
National Palace, where she was booed and 
hissed by the angry crowd below. Banners 
in the streets condemned high prices and

Guatemalan Exile Leaders Return: 


Cerezo's Government Responds with Arrests, 
Intimidation, and “Business as Usual’’

GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala, April 
24 — A delegation of Guatemalan political 
exile leaders, the RUOG (the United 
Guatemalan Opposition), returned to 
Guatemala City during the week of April 
18-23 to monitor the continuing negative 
human rights situation and to ascertain the 
degree of compliance of President Vinicio 
Cerezo's Christian Democratic government 
with the Central American Peace Accords 
of Esquipulas II. 

The Accords, signed by Guatemala last 
year, call for a broad national dialog bet- 
ween the government and the armed and 
unarmed opposition; as well as an overall 
“democratization” of the country. 

The RUOG contingent included the 
well-known Quiche Indian author and 
human rights activist Rigoberta Menchu; 
the former rector of the University of San 
Carlos, Dr. Rodolfo Castillo Montalvo; 
labor spokesperson and writer Frank La 
Rue; and lawyer activist Marta Gloria de 
Torres—all of whom were forced to flee 
blood drenched Guatemala in the early 
1980s, after threats were made against 
their lives. 

The delegation, which received wide and 
nearly unprecedented coverage in the na- 
tional press, was also accompanied by U.S. 
and European parliamentarians, church of- 
ficials, and human rights observors—as well 
as a sizeable group of international 
journalists. 

The RUOG exile leadership received a 
harsh reception from the pseudo- 
democratic regime of Vinicio Cerezo. 
Rigoberta Menchu and Rodolpo Castillo 
were forcibly arrested and held for seven 
hours on vague, unsubstantiated charges of 
“‘subversion’’ as soon as their airplane 
landed; while the entire group received 
death threats throughout their five day stay 
in Guatemala City. Hours after their arrival 
in the Capital on April 18, a right-wing 






gunned the offices of Mexicana Airlines, 
which had transported the RUOG from 
Costa Rica to La Aurora airport in 
Guatemala City. 

President Cerezo pointedly refused to 
meet with the RUOG leaders, even though 
his official representative to the United Na- 
tions’ Commission on Human Rights, Jose 
Luis Chea, publically invited the group to 
return to the ‘‘new democratic” 
Guatemala in a widely publicized state- 
ment earlier this year. 

Cerezo also refused to provide police 


Guatemala’s landless campesinos as well as 
to the country’s 39,000 disappeared per- 
sons. Several placards condemned the 
Cerezo administration for agreeing to 
grant amnesty to the May coup-plotters, 
who were formally released a few days 
latter. 

As in the May Day marches that took 
place in the capital, in Quetzaltenango, 
and in the smaller cities of the Southern 
agro-export zones, there were increasing 
signs of unity between the different urban- 
rural-highland components of the 
UASP—with many signs calling for the 
abolition of the hated civil patrols and the 
Army-controlled ‘‘model villages.” Other 
banners called attention to the Catholic 
Church’s recent pastoral letter on land 





protection for the RUOG during the first 
forty-eight hours after they arrived in 
Guatemala City—in spite of the threats 
and actions carried out by the notorious 
Mano Blanco (white hand) paramilitary 
Death Squad. Only after diplomatic pro- 
tests arrived from parliamentary leaders all 
over Europe did the government send out 
a platoon of National Police to provide 
armed bodyguards and police car escorts. 
For the first forty-eight hours, a group of 
us from the international press corps and 
the human rights community provided the 
only ““protection”” that the delegation had. 
Cerezo flatly denied any form of security or 


guarantees to allow the delegation to travel | 


outside of Guatemala City to the 
Highlands war zones, where the Army now 
falsely claims that “the country is pacified 
and enjoying democratic freedoms.” 

Throughout the week, kidnappings and 
assassinations continued at their usual 
steady pace, while the guerrilla war raged 
on in the Highlands, leaving at least 15 
government soldiers dead and wounded in 
the Ixcan area of Northern Ouiche. 

The RUOG met with and received an 
enthusiastic response from several labor 
unions, professional organizations, 
cooperatives, student groups, and human 
rights associations, including G.A.M. (the 
Mutual Aid Group for Families of the 
Disappeared). On April 18, after Menchu 
and Castillo’s arrest, 2,000 students from 
the University of San Carlos marched to 
the courthouse where the RUOG leaders 
were being held and demanded their 
release. 

According to Rigoberta Menchu: “Our 
group was informed about numerous disap- 
perances, assassinations, and human rights 
violations. We wanted to speak with Presi- 
dent Cerezo about these matters, but we 
were informed that he would not receive 
us, Our delegation throughout this week 
has received constant pressures and in- 
timidation directed toward us, and it is

Dr. Rolando Castillo summed up the 
RUOG?'s position well in a press conference 
at the El Dorado Hotel on April 21: 

“The theme of human rights is not a 
quantitative matter (i.e. whether the 
government security forces are killing a few 
more or a few less people this week); but a 
qualitative matter. Human rights involves 
not only respecting the right of people to 
live, but also their rights to economic sur- 


which paralyzed fuel transportation for an 
entire week. 

On the military front, the left-wing 
resistance movement, the URNG, an- 
nounced on July 6 that it had inflicted an 
additional 17 casualties on the Guatemalan 
Army on July 5 in battles that took place in 
Quiche, Huehuetenango, and San Marcos 
—bringing the total of military casualties 
up to 1,000 since the first of the year. 

In related news, disgruntled members of 
Cerezo’s own Christian Democratic Party, 
as well as the Catholic Church of 
Guatemala and President Arias of Costa 
Rica have called on the President to honor 
the Esquipilas II Central American Peace 
Accords and to re-open negotiations with 
the URNG.

On July 6, thousands of Guatemalan 
high school students built barricades in the 
streets outside of their schools and fought 
Tunning, pitched battles with police 
—demanding that the government provide 
badly needed funds for the country’s 
secondary schools. After a successful two 
week strike by students in four of 
Guatemala’s stages or departments, stu- 
dent leaders have called for fundamental 
changes in government economic and 
political policies. On July 3, Guatemalan 
truckdrivers launched a national strike, 


Since last October, the 3,500 combatants 
of the URNG have stepped up their ac- 
tivities in 9 of Guatemala’s 22 depart- 
ments, inflicting heavy casualties on the 
50,000 soldiers of the Army. Although the 
military command launched a well- 
publicized and still ongoing ‘‘End-of-the- 
Year-Offensive” in October 1987, th 
URNG has counter-attacked effectively, 
filling military hospitals to overflowing. 

According to the local military com- 
mander in Nebaj, in the Quiche, the 
military is trying ‘‘to break the back of the 
subversive forces and drive them out of 
their highland and jungle strongholds.” 
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Rigoberta Menchu 
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vival, to health care, to employment, and 
to an education.”’ 

In all these senses of the word, Castillo 
emphasized, Guatemala continues to 
violate systematically the human rights of 
the majority of the people. 

On April 23, the RUOG delegation left 
the country, promising to return; while the 
Army denied rumors of an internal mutiny 
in Quiche, and while more mutilated 
bodies appeared on the streets of 
Guatemala City and in several towns in the 
Pacific Coast agro-export plantation zones. 

In the human rights and journalistic 
community we breathed a sigh of relief 
that no one in the delegation had been 
murdered, while Cerezo’s public relations 
hacks said that the events of the week pro- 
ved that ‘‘Democracy now reigns in 
Guatemala.’ c 

The Army, for their part, announced 
that they were going to provide amnesty 
for seven notorious civil patrol members in 
jail for committing mass murders of Indian 


civilians in the early 1980s, According to.) 


the Guatemalan daily newspaper F/ 
Grafico, General Hector Gramajo stated 
that since the country had allowed the 
“‘subversives’’ of the RUOG to return, it 
was only fair to grant amnesty to the seven 
civil patrol members now being held in 
jails in Quiche and Escuintla. 

Finally, 58% of eligible voters boycotted 
municipal elections held in the country on 
April 25, providing further evidence of the 
growing unpopularity of the Christian 
Democratic Administration of Vinicio 
Cerezo. 
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However, ‘‘The End-of-the-Year- 
Offensive” appears to have accomplished 
little beyond driving several thousand Ixil 
Indians from their Quiche mountain ` 
homes. 

Top military officials, including base 
commanders that I interviewed this winter 
in Santiago Atitlan and Nebaj, say that the 
URNG ‘“‘subversives’’ enjoy widespread 
support within the indigenous com- 
munities. In Santiago Atitlan the military 
commander admitted that 25% of the local 
Indians were aiding the ORPA guerrillas, 
while 50% or more were ‘‘passive sym- 
pathizers.”” 

The Christian Democratic Party 
representative from Ouiche, Diego 
Velasco, declared last November that 
“even in the (garrison) towns of Nebaj and 
Chajul, the EGP (a wing of the URNG) 
has significant support from the local 
population.” With over a thousand war 
widows living in these two small com- 
munities, and-with Army and death sguad 
massacres etched in local memories, it's no 
wonder that the Army still has problems 
pacifying the indigenous population. 

In late June, the leadership of the UR- 
NG called for a 90 day cease-fire in the 28 
year old guerrilla war. The Cerezo govern- 
ment has refused to respond to this cease- 
fire offer. Meanwhile rumors have swept 
Guatemala City that Cerezo has signed a 
**secret 25 point agreement” with right- 
wing military forces, enabling him to con- 
tinue “‘governing’’ the country, but setting 
the stage for a continuing crackdown on 
the mass movement. 





CIA Sued for Psychiatric Torture

Finally, after almost eight years of CIA 
delays and stonewalling—and the Canadian 
government's refusal of help—the eight sur- 
viving victims of the late Ewen Cameron's 
brainwashing experiments, performed at 
Montreal’s Allan Memorial Institute in the 
1950s and 1960s, will have their day in 
court. The eight are suing the CIA for one 
million dollars each for its funding of 
Cameron's experiments. 

The CIA gave Cameron about $65,000. 
But the Health and Welfare department of 
the Canadian government, which gave him 
more than $300,000, is still denying any 
legal or moral responsibility to his victims. 

The “treatments” Cameron inflicted on 
these people—without their knowledge or 
consent—included massive electroshock 
“therapy,” which he called “depatterning'; 
the administration of LSD, Thorazine and 
other experimental drugs; “psychic driving” 
which involved the constant repetition of 
disturbing taped messages; sensory depriva- 
tion; and solitary confinement. 

These “patients” of Cameron's suffered 
brain damage, including permanent 
memory loss. Thirty years later, they are still 
unable to work, and disabled in other ways. 
(See “A Psychiatric Holocaust” and “Cana- 
dian Victims Still Seeking Compensation,” 
Phoenix Rising, Vol. 6 No. 1) 

On January 19, 1988, in Washington, DC, 
US District Court Judge John Penn ordered 
that the case go to trial June 7. In his deci- 
sion, Penn rejected the CIA’s requests for 
delays. He stated, “This case clearly has 
material issues of fact in dispute which must 
be resolved at trial. The question of 
whether the CIA should have known that 
Dr. Cameron’s research was clearly beyond 
the medical standard of care can only be 
assured once the disputed facts are resolv- 
ed.” Penn also rejected the CIA's 
arguements that the victims filed their case 


too late to comply with the “statute of | 


limitation” period. 

While the CIA stalls for time, Cameron's 
victims are getting old. They're in poor 
health, and some may die before receiving 
any reparation. (nine victims were originally 
named in the case, but one, Florence 
Langleben, died in January 1986. Her hus- 
band will represent her at the trial.) Most of 
the victims cannot afford to pay the moun- 
ting legal costs of seven years of pre-trial 
litigation. Until February 1988, the Canadian 
government refused to offerthem any sup- 
port, despite repeated appeals from their 
lawyers, Joseph Rauh Jr. and James Turner. 

MP Svend Robinson, the NDP justice critic, 
has raised the issue of financial compensa- 
tion for the victims in the House of Com- 
mons both in 1987 and in 1988. Justice 
Minister Ray Hnatyshyn has stonewalled 
Robinson's requests. 

Hnatyshyn claimed that there was”no 
legal responsibility on the government,” 
that the government was “attempting to 
analyze the situation... to determine what 
assistance might be possible,” and that the 
government had been “most helpful” and 
“shown a sensitivity toward this particular 
situation.” In fact, the Mulroney govenment 





Families of- prisoners are targets for 
criminal investigations conducted within 
prisons. Justice Department branches are 
colluding under the guise of preventing 
ongoing criminal activity in prisons. 
However, their real purpose is to develop 
dossiers on particular incarcerated people 
and their outside associates. Most often, 
the ususal parties involved were political 
dissidents; now the program can en- 
compass anyone incarcerated. 

Surveillance extends to 
telephone conversations, video taping 
visitation sessions, perusing cor- 
respondence and listening to discussions 
among prisoners through informants. 

In federal prisons, all the information 
gathered is stored in a computer at the 
special investigative service lieutenant's 
offices whose linkages are with the FBI. 
What occurs is that the special in-

New Lawsuits launched by Western Canadian subjects of Cameron's experiments 





_ Linda MacDonald lives in | Vancouver. In 
1963, MacDonald was a “patient of Ewen 
Cameron’s at the Allan Memorial Institute. 
Cameron diagnosed her as a 
“schizophrenic” and “treated” her for three 
months. 

MacDonald was depressed after deliver- 
ing four babies in five years. Cameron 
gave her 109 electroshock “treatments,” 
and kept her in a drug-induced coma 
(which he called “prolonged sleep”) for 86 
days. He also subjected her to “psychic 
driving.” 

MacDonald has no memory of the first 
26 years of her life. In December 1987, 
she filed a $200,000 suit against the Cana- 
dian government, which, with the CIA, 
funded Cameron' activities at the Allan 
Memorial Institute.

vestigative supervisor works in conjunc- 
tion with the local FBI and complies 
dossiers on prisoners and their social con- 
tacts. Every telephone contact is on audio 
tape, all social and legal visits on 
audio/video tape and incoming and out- 
going correspondence is srutinized and/or 
xeroxed. 

Collation and cross referencing the infor- 
mation stored enable the police apparatus 
to target specific people and their broad 
connections and then concentrate them in- 
to a particular investigation in the desired 
context. Nothing is left unturned once the 
investigation commences: it besmirches 
everyone's character. A mother, daughter, 
son, friend—any associate becomes a 
suspect considered dangerously con- 
nected to the alleged criminal activity. 
Thus, families and other innocent associa- 


tions are rendered criminals, criminalized .

This concept is extremely frightening 
because it empowers untrained prison 
guards to supervise and compile informa- 
tion not normally available to justice 
department operatives. They can hatch 
non-existent conspiracies unfettered by 
normal safeguards that then snowball 
through the bureaucratic apparatus. 

Circumvented are restrictions imposed 
on professional investigative agencies 
since prison authorities can implement 
without regard to privacy rights any 
method they deem necessary to surveil 
under the presumption of security. 
Therefore, extralegal means of investiga- 
tion can be obtained through prisons that 
might not be available outside. Apparently, 
these practices are being upheld in the 
courts and will not cease. 

The sole alternative to victimization by

has actively obstructed justice in this case. 

In November 1987, the Ontario Coalition 
to Stop Electroshock presented a petition 
bearing more than 1,500 signatures on 
behalf of the victims to the government's 
Standing Committee on Justice and the 
Solicitor General. The group demanded that 
the government release to the victims or 
their lawyers all the evidence it has about 
the CIA's involvement; and that it publically 
acknowledge its legal and moral respon- 
sibilities to the victims and offer them im- 
mediate reparation. 

On_February 11, 1988, External Affairs 
Minister Joe Clark announced that the Cana- 
dian government would pay each of 
Cameron’s victims $20,000. There was no 
admission of responsibility on the part of 
the government, nor was any mention 
made of reparation or of any further monies 
to be paid. As far as the government is con- 
cerned, this payment is to “assist” with the 
victims’ legal costs. 

Cameron's victims and their families were 
horrified by Clark’s announcement. One vic- 
tim, Velma Orlikow, felt like tearing up the 
cheque when it arrived. Her husband, David 
Orlikow, an.MP, called the payment “an in- 
sult.” Harvey Weinstein—the son of another 
victim, 82-year-old Louis Weinstein—said 
“Its telling the Canadian people that my 
father’s life was worth $20,000. My father 
has had no life since age 49.” Jean-Charles 
Page complained, “We've been waiting 
more than seven years for this. It's very 
disappointing.” Rita Zimmerman, 72, said 
the money was “not enough,” and Jeanine 
Huard called the payment “minimal” and 
said the government doesn't “want to admit 
their part in this.” s 

The day Clark’s announcement was made, 
a Torondo Star editorial by Don Sellar 
revealed that George Cooper (the former 
Tory MP who wrote the 1986 report about 
Cameron's experiments for the Justice 
Department-see “The Cooper Report: 
Another Government Whitewash,” Phoenix 
Rising Vol. 6 No. 2) had recommended an 
“ex-gratia payment of $100,000” to each of 
the victims. 


report, Cooper explained that $100,000 
would be a “relatively modest” reparation, 
and claimed that the payment was “not to. 
redress a wrong for which the government 
shown consider itself responsible, but simp- 
ly ...an expression of the Canadian com- 
munity's collective sense of accountability 
for events which took place in good faith 
but with ill effect.” 

Cooper thought of the offer as a final, 
lump-sum payment that would discourage 
Cameron's other victims from demanding 
compensation. He was concerned that large 
settlements might have a “chilling effect” on 
government funding of future medical or 
psychiatric research. 

On February 14, three days after Clark’s 
announcement, a Toronto Star editorial call- 
ed the $20,000 payment a “stunning insult... 
that could further weaken the plaintiffs’ 
chances of winning a decent settlement 
from the CIA. Coming after so many years 
and so much pain, the money is just a down 
payment on the harm that was done to 
vulnerable people, in the name of science.” 

On February 17, lawyer James Turner was 
interviewed on Toronto radio station CKFM. 
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these surveillance tactics is to educate 
family members and associates of 
prisoners. Primarily, prisoners should in- 
struct their family and friends not to 
disclose anything concerning someone 
else unless it is harmless. Secondly, make 
absolutely sure that any information pass- 
ed through communication outlets, i.e. 
phones, visits, mail is not such as to render 
them suspects or conspirators in some 
future investigation. 

Remember always: eveything is 
monitored and we must work against 
supplying passive information.

Turner called the payment “a dirty tactic” 
and “a positive detriment to getting some 
relief for these frail and elderly people.” He 
added that such a payment was “terribly 
threatening” to the case and that “any 
meaningful financial assistance... has got to 
come pretty damn soon.” ‘He speculated 
that the $20,000 offered may have been 
based upon an amount—$25,000—that the 
CIA had once offered the victims as 
“nuisance payment.” 

Turner expects to win this case. We want 
to make sure he does.

| AUSTIN, Tx.—Wednesday, March 
30th, about 150 protesters at the Univer- 
l e sity of Texas at Austin marched from an 
hour long teach-in to Jester Center where 
there they disrupted two CIA recruiters 
interviewing students for positions in 
their terrorist organization. 
Beginning before noon on the West 
Mall, about 40 students marched to the 
l Main Mall, where at the South steps of the 
tower approximately 200 people attend- 
ed a “CIA Off Campus” teach-in. The 
teach-in, organized by many indepen- 
dent students, included seven speeches 
focusing on the proven CIA recruiter and 
: J School 
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theatre. 

The highly informative teach-in was 
interspersed with chants such as “Hey, 
Hey CIA how many children have you 
killed today?” and demands that agent 
McInnis and the “CIA get off campus 
now.” At 1PM, about 150 of the students 
vigorously marched from the Main Mall 
down through the crowded South Mall 
3 chanting and carrying banners and 
i signs. 

Uninterrupted by the University of 
Texas Police Department, the march led 
up to the second floor balcony of Jester 
where the CIA was known to be 
recruiting for their murderous organiza- 
tion in a locked, glass-encased room 
guarded both inside by two undercover 
UTPD officers and outside by some 
uniforms. For about 20 minutes the 
demonstrators chanted loudly and 
disrupted the interview occuring inside 
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by banging on the glass. 

The protest evidently scared the CIA, 
as one recruiter emerged from the door 
pushing demonstrators in an effort to flee. 
But before he could escape one 
demonstrator, Robert Ovetz, UT Govern- 
ment Junior, attempted to make a 
citizen's arrest for the CIA's “violation of 
international law and human rights 
across the world” by grabbing him 
around the legs. With the help of the 
police, the recruiter soon escaped as 
three UTPD goons violently restrained, 
handcuffed and dragged him limp into 
the adjacent women's bathroom, the door 
of which they were barely able to close as 
the crowd attempted to push their way 
inside. 

The police were trapped inside the 
bathroom for about a half an hour by 
almost 150 demonstrators yelling “let 
him go” and “CIA off campus now”. Ter- 
tified by the idea of dragging Ovetz out 
through the crowd to the awaiting police 
cars, the UTPD was forced to release him. 
In the process of doing so, one UTPD 
goon told him that “we're letting you go 
because the CIA recruiter left without fil- 
ing assault charges. If he returns, we'll 
come pick you up.” But later the UTPD 
told the media that Ovetz had attacked a 
“student” and was released because the 
“student” had fled without filing charges. 
With this fabricated story, the UTPD and 
the CIA were able to: 1. protect the iden- 
tity of the recruiter that Ovetz attempted 
to arrest, 2. present a reason to set Ovetz 
free and 3. give the media a destructive 
sensationalist angle for reporting the 
protest. 

Needless to say, the refusal of the 
UTPD to enforce Ovetz's citizen's arrest 
allowed the CIA recruiter to escape. In 


fact, now the University is filing charges’ 


against Ovetz for physical assault which 
could result in disciplinary action. 

Upon his release , Oretz yelled to the 
cheering demonstrators that “We won, 
we stopped CIA recruiting.” Indeed they 
did. The CIA ran from the building and 
cancelled their remaining interviews. 

This disruption comes only one week 
after two students were arrested by the 
UTPD on Tuesday, March 22 for 
peacefully distributing hundreds of three 
Union Ballroom entrance where a CIA 
recruiter was scheduled to speak. 

The pamphlets were offered as an alter- 
native source of information about the 
CIA to the CIA's Academic Coordinator, 
Arthur Hulnick, who was to lecture that 
evening at the three day “CIA: 
Recruiting for ‘National Security'?” sym- 
posium. The symposium also featured the 
film, On Company Business, on Wednes- 
day and ex-CIA agent John Stockwell on 
Thursday. 

Seven students began by passing out 
the three page informational pamphlets 
that included articles about CIA Officer- 
in-Residence James McInnis, who has 
been proven to be a covert CIA recruiter 
(see letter), and the history of the CIA's 
murderous tactics and actions in the hall 
prior to the start of Hulnick’s speech. 

After being told again by the UTPD 
and Union administrators that they were 
violating a university rule that prohibits 
the distribution of literature in the 
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Union—while never showing them the 
tules in writing as they had repeatedly re- 
quested—two of the students were ar- 
rested and handcuffed, one of them 
brutally dragged out as he went limp. 
The actual arrest had occurred inside 
the ballroom after Hulnick had begun 
speaking. The reason for this was that

out fliers and went inside when he began 
to speak more people had approached 
them requesting copies of the fliers. 

The two students, Ovetz and Andy Mc- 
Cauley, UT Mathematics Freshperson, 
were taken to the Belmont station and 
charged with disruptive activity. In ac- 
tuality, the UTPD had caused the disrup- 
tion both by blocking the entrance before 
the speech, as they harassed the 
students, and by making the arrests as he 
spoke. 

The students face possible suspensions 
for utilizing their right to freedom of ex- 
pression. They are planning on filing suit 
for unjustified arrest and Ovetz, whose 
back was hurt in the arrest, will file 
charges for the use of excessive force. 

While held at the Belmont station, 
Ovetz refused to give his full name and 
personal information for more than an 
hour until he was told if he was under ar- 
rest, what the charges against him were, 
tead his rights, given a phone call and 
allowed to speak with his lawyer from the 
National Lawyer's Guild. He was refused 
each of these requests. In fact, he was 
told by different officers that he was both 
under arrest and held in detention charg- 


On June 15, Nelson Ramirez, a Puerto Rican 
independence supporter living in New York, 
was jailed for 15 months. His only “crime” 
—refusing to comply with a federal grand jury 
subpoena to provide his fingerprints and voice 
samples. 

The Brooklyn grand jury is allegedly in- 
vestigating 1982 bombings by the Armed 
Forces of National Liberation (FALN), a 
clandestine independence organization. It took 
just a 20-minute hearing—not a trial—for a 
judge to order Nelson to prison for “civil 
contempt”. 

While at Hunter College in the early 1980's, 
Nelson was President of the Puerto Rican Stu- 
dent Union and a member of the National Com- 
Mittee to Free Puerto Rican Prisoners of War. 
Last month, FBI agents attempted to question 
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ed with criminal trespassing and disrup- 
tive activity, and that his lawyer never 
called when in actuality two lawyers had 
already called three times. He was even- 
tually allowed to see his lawyer and 
released after being charged, along with 
McCauley, with disruptive activity, 

Wednesday's action was the culmina- — 
tion of weeks of cooperative planning, 
organizing and educational efforts which 
included the distribution of over 2000 
pamphlets, one thousand fliers, and more 
than 1800 “CIA OFF CAMPUS" stickers 
(from Donnelly-Colt). 

The overtly totalitarian tactics used 
Tuesday to suppress the presentation of 
the real story about the CIA, that con- 
tradicted the lies blurted out by their 
recruiter that night, ironically only serv- 
ed to further heighten awareness about 
the CIA and to bring out almost 1000 
people to John Stockwell's lecture two 
days later. 

Wednesday's successful demonstration 
and disruption of CIA's recruitment 
comes on the heels of this heightening of 
awareness and has helped many in the 
campus community to understand and 
act against the dynamic relationship bet- 
ween UT and the CIA and their covert 
recruiter, James McInnis.

him about his former independentista com- 
rades. Over 20 other Puerto Ricans have been 
harassed by the FBI in recent months, including 
Nelson's best friend Samuel Sanchez, who was 
interrogated while in an intensive care unit 
after suffering a brain hemorrhage. 

Since 1976, dozens of supporters of the 
Puerto Rican independence—including Mexicans 
and North Americans—have been jailed (some 
for two years) for upholding the principle of 
noncollaboration with federal intelligence- 
gathering operations aimed at disrupting the in- 
dependence movement. In front of the judge 
last week, Nelson continued this tradition, argu- 
ing that this grand jury investigation violates in- 
ternational law, which says U.S. colonization of 
Puerto Rico is illegal.

‘Twenty-five times each year MX 
and Minuteman warheads plunge 
into the waters around this mid- 
Pacific atoll, the testing ground 
for America’s most sophisticated 
missile weaponry. 


The United States won the islands 
from Japan during World War 11 
and controlled them under a 
United Nations trusteeship ar- 
rangement until 1986. They are 
now “freely associated with the 
US.” 

The crystal clear lagoons and 
pristine white sand beaches are in 
marked contrast to the work of 
the US army which controls the 
Kwajalein missile range. For 25 
years the boomerang shaped 
necklace of tiny coconut palm- 
studded islands that make up 
Kwajalein has been a driving force 
in the nuclear arms race. It has 
provided Peantagon strategists 
with almost everything they know 
about missile accuracy and 
ballistic missile defence. 

On a dozen islands, huge 
radars, infrared cameras and 
other telemetry eguipment dwarf 
the palm trees *'gazing” east 
toward Vandenbeg Air Force Base 
in California some 4,300 miles 
away. When a missile is launched 
from Vandenberg, technicians 
operating the intergrated radars 
cameras and computers at Kwa- 
jalein spring into action. 

“We acquire the re-entry: vehi- 
ae just outside of Hawaii,” 
said Major Tom Capps, range 
technical officer.

15 minutes that it takes the 
warheads to streak down on Kwa- 
jalein the sensors observe and 
record every characteristic and 
movement the warheads make. 

The MX and Minuteman 
missiles launched from California 
are unarmed. However the Kwa- 
jalein tests are a simulation of 
nuclear attack scenarios used as 
much for testing missile accuracy 
as for anti-missile defence. 

The controversy surrounding 
Star Wars has grown not 
diminished since 1983 when Presi- 
dent Reagan announced his plan 
for a defensive shield of space 
weapons. Star Wars is now oppos- 
ed by thousands of American 
scientists and a number of 
American allies concerned that 
research and testing aimed at 
deployment will generate a new 
and uncontrollable arms race with 
the Soviet Union. 

Billions of dollars have already 
been poured into researched the 
testing phase will begin by 1990. 
Kwajalein has been picked to test 
three of the six new weapons 
technologies under investigation 
for Star Wars. Congress will be 
spending hundreds of millions of 
dollars on tests at Kwajalein to 
perfect a ground-based surveil- 
lance and tracking system, a space 
based interceptor and an upper at- 
mosphere warhead interception 
system.

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tation with cultural chauvinist to the bit- 
ter end, author Ed Abbey, did not add 
much to the quality of the gathering. 

As I explained to Alien Nation at the 
time, it was good to see them and the 
literature they brought. I urged them to 
do a workshop dealing with all the 
criticisms which eventually were publish- 
ed by Fifth Estate as **How Deep Is 
Deep Ecology?’’. Instead, they hosted an 
anarchist green potluck which was well 
attended. The workshop, dialogue, and 
potentially exciting educational oppor- 
tunity did not happen, to my regret and 
to the regret of many others I’ve spoken 
with. This is not the fault of any Earth 
First! personality or the rendezvous com- 
mittee.

The controversial Earth First! journal 
comments by Miss Ann Thropy, and the 
statements critical of sanctuary for Cen- 
tral Americans, only show that there are 
persons within the diverse EF! movement 
who lack a proper understanding of anar- 
chism.

500 residents marched on the 9th Precinct, 
and secondly, it provided a diversion from 
the meeting that Mayor Koch was having 
at the same moment, Wednesday, August 
10th, 5:30-6 pm, at Gracie Mansion. 

At this meeting for the hand picked few 
of course, the Mayor created a civilian 
patrol made up of the same people behind 
the curfew/closing. The members of this 
civilian patrol, in fact the civilian eyes of 
the police, include CB3 members Phil 
LaLumia and Krystina Piorkowska of the 
Board’s Public Safety committee, the 
covert liaison with the police before, dur- 
ing and after the riot. 

LaLumia and Piorkowska are two of 
those most responsible for laying the 
groundwork for the police/military action. 
Ann Johnson, a curfew promoter, is pre- 
sent head of CB3. Antonio Pagan, is Luis 
Nieves’ replacement at Lower East Side 
Coalition Housing Development Corp, the 
same folks who along with the Federal 
Housing and Urban Development are try- 
ing to to bulldoze La Plaza Cultural. 

Pagan has gotten a reputation for being 
anti-homeless after blocking a homeless 
voter registration project sponsored by the 
Homeless Clients Advisory Committee at 
the 3rd street shelter. As a member of the 
3rd Street Block Association, Pagan works 
with anti-homeless groups such as 
B.A.S.T.A. which are trying to force the 
homeless from the neighborhood. 

Finally, a representative from Boro 
President David Dinkins office Sandra 
Trujillo and a member of the 12th street 
block association round out the cops eyes 
and ears on the street. 

As we go the press, the Police have 
flooded Tompkins Park with undercover 
cops. Protests against the Christodora con- 
tinue. And the Anti-Curfew Coalition has 
initiated weekly Saturday night civil 
disobediance protests in Washington 
Square Park—aimed at knocking out the 
midnight curfew there also, and rolling 
back police repression citywide. 
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
